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Aldermen Defeat Measure Favored By Com- 
mittee On Legislation

Routine business took up nearly all 
the time of the aldermen at its regular 
meeting on Monday evening. Presi- 
dent Blanchard was In the chair and 
nil the members save Alderman Cox 
were present. 

No one appeared at hearings on pe- 
titions of the Edison Co. and the Tele- 
phone Co. for Joint locations for poles 
on Klrkstall road and Windsor road. 

Mayor Childs sent In the reappoint- 
ment of Dr. C. A. Boutelle as Inspector 
of Animals and a large number of rec- 
ommendations including one for pur- 
chase of ten acres of land In Neeo- 
liam to protect the water supply at a 
cost of $2800, a request for a $600 
grant for City Home Expenses, for au- 
thority to use $5000 for work on pri- 
vate estates by the Forest Commis- 
sioner, $1956 for a new drain in Adams 
street, $2830 for laying water mains 
in various streets, authority to appoint 
an additional police officer at once on 
account of eligibility under civil serv- 
ice, a request of $1514.03 to pay hills 
left over from 1914, and an offer from 
F. S. Small to buy land of the city on 
Tamworth road for $150. 

The report of the city treasurer of 
the receipts and expenses for 1914 was 
also received and a request from the 
board of health for a sewer in Albion 
street. 

Requests for apportionment of bet- 
terment assessments on Monadnock 
road and Duffleld road were granted. 

Petitions were received from Thomas 
L. Bird for license for pool and bil- 
liard tables at Washington street, ward 
7, Ripley et al for sewer in Albion 
street, the Telephone Co. to attach 
wires to the Library building. Alvord 
et al for Btreet sprinkling: on Wood- 
cliff and Rockledge roads, Rosalie Fre- 
mault for Soldiers* relief, T. J. O’Bri- 
en to move a building from Beaumont 
avenue to Commonwealth avenue, the 
Edison Co. for attachments on Crafts 
street, Josselyn et al protesting 
against the widening of Nonantum 
square, Mrs. N. L. Heath for reim- 
bursement of $1000 expense incurred 
in widening of Ixjwell avenue, and a 
protest from the Republican Club of 
Ward 2 against change in method of 
conducting municipal elections in 
Newton. 


On recommendation of committees 
the Edison Co. was granted poles on 
Farlow road, the Telephone Co., ar- 
tachments on Churchill street, per- 
mission granted .lames Orr to locate 
un electric motor on Cherry street, 
Fred Barbati to open pool room at 
413 Watertown street, sewer assess- 
ments levied on account of work done 
in 1914, $500 to open an nccount to 
cover any excess expenditures on 
sewer work. $500 grnnted for City 
Home Expenses, $912.50 appropriated 
for one additional police officer, 
$1514.03 appropriated for payment of 
1914 bills, $200 for construction of 
cesspools near Kaposia street, $1956 
for new drain in Adams street, $2800 
for purchase of land in Needham to 
protect water supply, $2830 to lay 
certain new water mains, $1260 to re- 
place certain 4-inch water mains with 
6-inch, $2055 to eliminate certain dead 
ends in the water service, authorizing 
sewer construction in Wolcott and 
Beacon streets, assigning bearings on 
taking land for sewers in Albion 
street, Rockwood terrace, Davis ave- 
nue, Glen road and in certain streets 
in the Thompsonville district. Leave 
to withdraw was granted on petitions 
of the Edison Co. for poles on Gibbs 
street, to Charles Crume to open pool 
room at 295 Watertown street, to It. 
N. Wales for taxi-cab license, and for 
sewerB in Tamworth and Moffattj 
roads, Waban. 

Alderman Calkins opposed the ma- 
jority report of the License committee 
granting a pool table to Vincenzo 
Lupo on the ground that two pool 
rooms were enough for that district, 
and that the Chief of Police was of 
the opinion that the petitioner would 
be unable to keep order in his place. 
Alderman Rice defended the majority 
report of his committee and Alderman 
Murphy opposed the license. The li- 
cense was then refused by a vote of 
7 to 12. 

The mayor's appointment of Seth 
C. Stevens for registrar of voters for 
three years was unanimously con- 
firmed and similar action was taken 
on the appiontment of Frank W. Chase 
as a trustee of the Read and Eliot 
Memorial Funds.

A Largely Attended and Interesting Hearing On 
Its Modification 


Experts abounded and a broadsid< 
of data and statistics was hurled at 
the Committee on Claims and Rules In 
the aldertnanie chamber at City Hall 
on Wednesday evening The tommlt- 
tee had granted a public hearing in re- 
sponse to a petition from some sev- 
enty-five residents, mostly of the South 
Side, who begged for a 1 reasonable 
modification” of the so-called “shingle 
ordinance. 

As Alderman Bartlett, chairman of 
the committee, explained the ordinance 
was adopted last year after a hearing 
had been granted and after due delib- 
eration. Despite this fact, however, 
a lumberman's magazine, referred to 
the measure as having been “jammed 
through" the Board of Aldermen and 
the petitioners declared they had no 
knowledge of the passage of the act. 
This would seem to indicate lack of in- 
terest in municipal affairs. 

Besides Chairman Bartlett, Aider- 
men Rice. Murphy and Cabot sat in 
the committee while Aldermen Blan- 
chard. Hollis. Jamieson and Alley were 
present, as well as City Solicitor Bish- 
op and Public Hearings Commissioner 
Forbush. There were probably fifty 
persons present. 

Mr. Thomas W. Proctor of Chestnut 
Hill opened the arguments, prefacing 
his remarks with the statement that 
he did not appear in the interest of 
anyone but himself, though he had 
agreed to introduce other speakers 
who supported the petition. Mr. Proc- 
tor declared the ordinance was too 
searching to be applied to the whole

city, for a variety of reasons; that it 
laid a great burden of expense on 
those who build, would not tend to 
beautify the city and restricted the 
ehoice of the people. The speaker 
favored modification or repeal. 

Hon. J. M. W. Hall of Newton Ou- 
tre, a former mayor of Cambridge, 
thought that such a ruling should only 
apply in districts w’hero the houses 
were close together, which was not the 
ease in many parts of Newton. He 
then declared that he contemplated 
building several dwellings on a tract 
of land but certainly would not do so if 
the fireproof roofing ordinance re- 
mained in effect. This statement 
brought caustic comment from Mr. 
John A. O'Keefe, Fire Prevention 
Commissioner for the Metropolitan 
District, who declared Mr. Hall first 
argued that the lack of congestion 
made such a law unnecessary and 
then, in the next breath, declared his 
intention of crowding several buildings 
together. 

Mr. L. M. Pratt of Chestnut Hill, 
read extracts from letters received 
from ten fire chiefs in surrounding 
towns and cities in which they ad- 
mitted they could not recall a fire of 
importance that had started on shin- 
gled roofs from sparks carried rrom 
another fire. However. Mr. Pratt 
failed to state whether or not the fire 
chiefs regarded shingled roofs a fire 
hazard, despite the fact that they had 
not experienced great trouble from 
that source. Mr. Pratt proposed a 
series of fire zones where fireproof 
roofs should or should not be imposed, 
according to conditions. He read let- 
ters of remonstrance from James B. 
Cook, Ixwis B. Harding, Frank W. 
HalloweR and Arthur T. Bradley, all 
of Chestnut Hill. 

Mr. William E. Litchfield, who spoke 
next, declared he was a lumber man 
but not in the shingle business. He 
believed such an ordinance would re- 
tard building and development

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While' the GRAPHIC did not favor

While it i 
is well enough to say that no action is 
necessary until the need for a change 
is shown, it is very evident to any one 
interested in political matters, that ; 
the party label at our city elections is 
liable to be seized bv candidates of an- 
other party. With only a few hundred 
votes cast, an active candidate can 
easily secure the nomination from both 
of the lending parties and thereby de- 
feat the very end our good Republican 
friends in ward two now emphasize, j 


While the trend of current opinion 
is undoubtedly toward a form of build- 
ing construction which will prevent 
the conflagrations such as devastated 
Chelsea and Salem in recent years, 
and has lead to the adoption of the 
ordinance requiring non-combustible 
roof coverings in this city, there is 
still considerable justice in the com- 
plaint from sparsely settled districts 
like Oak Hill, that the additional ex- 
pense incured by this requirement is 
nn undue burden and will retard do- 1 
velopment. 

The contention that fires are spread 
by sparks falling on shingled roofs 
is sound so far ns it applies to such 
roofs in thickly settled districts but 
is hardly applicable to the occasional 
building in the outlying districts, and 
which if set on fire in this manner 
will not endanger a large neighbor- 
hood. 

While the general principles of the 
new ordinance are in the right di- , 
rection. there should be some modi- 
fication on the lines above indicated. 


MR. BRYANT DEAD 

Mr. Albert G. Bryant of 85 Homer 
street, organizing and business direc- 
tor of the World Peace Foundation, 
died last week Wednesday morning at 
the Highland Hospital in Fall River 
of apoplexy. He was recovering 
rapidly from an operation for appen- 
dicitis. performed about a week ago. 

Mr. Bryant was 37 years old and had 
been with the World Peace Foundation 
since September, 1013. He was a de- , 
voted worker and spent the bulk of 
his time traveling in order to organize 
State Commissions to co-operate with 
the foundation. He was actively con- , 
nected with various commercial organ- 
izations. At the fifth international 
congress of Chambers of Commerce in 
Paris last June he was secretary of 
the American delegation. 

Mr. Bryant was born at Hancock, 
Mich., and was educated at Oberlin 
College for the Congregational min- 
istry. He held pastorates in South 
Dakota and in California, where he 
left the ministry to engage in the real- 
ty business to liquidate the debt on 
his church. Just before returning to 
his pastorate he met David Starr Jor- 
dan and their friendship led to his be- 
coming interested in his special line 
of peace work. 

Mr. Bryant leaves a widow and an 
infant son. 

The funeral services on Tuesday af- 
ternoon in the First Church were con- j 
ducted by Rev. Edward M. Noyes, pas- 
tor of the Newton Centre Society, and 
Rev. Williard L. Sperry, pastor of the 
Central Church, Boston, who was a 
preparatory school classmate of Mr. 
Bryant at ’Olivet, Mich. Solo music 
was by Mrs. S. W. Wilder, a neighbor 
at Newton Centre. 

The body will be taken to Visalia, 
Cal., and it will be accompanied by 
Judge Wallace of the California Su- 
perior Court, and Mrs. Wallace, par- 
ents of Mrs. Bryant, who came East 
for the funeral.

Senator George H. Ellis of Newton. 1 
chairman of the social welfare com- 
mittee. is receiving deserved common 
elation for the manner in which be is 
conducting the hearings of that com- 
mittee and bis fairness to those citl 
zens who appear before that body for 
or against the various propositions that 
the committee is required to consider. 

There is no committee that has giv- 
(ii greater satisfaction and more fair 
treatment to persons appearing before 
it than the social welfare committee 
and this has been accomplished at 
much personal sacrifice on the part of 
the members. On many an occasion 
the members have given up their lunch 
hour In order not to inconvenience per- 
sons desiring to lie beard on proposed 
legislation. On some occasions tho 
committee has set into tho early hours 
of the evening. 

One who understands the type of leg- 
islation which this committee has to 
consider and the type of persons who 
•unetimes appear before them can re 
alize what a hard proposition it is at 
times for the committee to give com- 
plete satisfaction to everybody. No at- 
tempt has been made to rush matters, 
nil parties have been given a fair hear- 
ing and a full opportunity to bo heard 
and at tlfe same time there has been no 
unnecessary delay. 

Such a committee does credit to the 
legislature of which it is an important 
part and helps to increase tin* confi- 
dence of the public in the general 
court. Senator Kills is deserving of 
the highest praise for the able manner 
in which he has steered the committee 
in its work. 

We, who know Senator Ellis, are J 
well aware that he is the right man in j 
the right place, but it is sometimes 
pleasant to hear outsiders endorse that 
point of view. 

The sectarian issue was foremost 
tliis week with hearings before Consti- 
tutional Amendments on three bills to 
prevent the grant of state money to 
institutions engaged in sectarian work.

I)r. Anderson, who is connected with ! 
the Newton Theological Institution, 1 
and is a Baptist said his denomination I 
is not an anti-Catliolic organization, 
hut it feels it is contending for a great j 
principle, the American doctrine of 
s eparation of Church and State. This 
American doctrine has given the coun- 
try a country of peace, while the Euro- 
pean doctrine of union has created 
strife and discontent. Professor An- 
derson. referring to Court opinion on 
the question whether money could lie 
appropriated now for sectarian pur 
poses, showed that the court is divided, 
and it clearly is possible that if a Leg- 
islature of Roman Catholic politics 
were elected money could and probably 
would be given to the Boston College 
and other Catholic institutions of high- 
er learning. The Legislature can do 
what it is not prohibited by the con- 
stitution from doing. The divided 
opinion of the Supreme Court, he said, 
is the strongest possible argument in 
favor of this bill for a perfecting am- 
endment. It is highly desirable that 
the constitution should be made so 
clear that there are no loop holes. Sec 
tarian strife and feeling is unfortunate, 
hut growing, and this bill would help 
*?o stop it. For six years there has 
‘i emed to be no Catholic opposition to 
•his. Now if the Roman Catholic 
Church does not want State grants and 
if the Protestant Church does not want ! 
it, "then." he said, "wo are unanimous” 
that this legislation is wanted. But 
this attitude of the Roman Catholic I 
Church is only seeming, he said, for 
the great leaders of the Homan Catli- 1 
olio Church are in fuvor of the 
union of State and Church.

MRS. MARY LATH HOP WATERMAN 

Mrs. Mary I^ithrop Waterman, with 
out doubt one of the oldest residents 
of Newton, died Wednesday afternoon 
at the home of her niece, Mrs. Fred L. 
Tucker, with whom she had lived for 
many years. She was in her ninety- 
eighth year, and until a week ago had 
been iti her usual good health. Tho 
funeral service will he at her late resi- 
dence, 206 Church street, this after- 
noon at two o’clock, and will bo con- 
ducted by the Rev. llarrle R. Chamber- 
lin, pastor of the Immanuel Baptist 
Church. 

Mrs. Waterman was horn in Tolland, 
Connecticut, July 27, 1817. In 1839 
she was married to Dr. George Water- 
man of Providence, Rhode Island, who 
died four years later, and whom she 
survived 71 years. She had two sons, 
neither of whom is living. There &i< 
five surviving grand-children: Dr. 
George A. Waterman and Mr. William 
E. Waterman, both of Boston, 'Mr. 
Charles B. Waterman of Brookline, Mr. 
George Wnldo Waterman of Chicago, 
and Mrs. Frank H. Thayer of Boston. 

To the very end of her remnrkably 
long life Mrs. Waterman maintained 
an alert interest in the events of the 
day and the activities of her many 
friends. Sin* was a tireless reader, 
especially of her "Outlook’’ and her 
"Transcript,” and was keenly alive to 
tho significance of the present war. In 
1870 she was a member of the first 
normal class in kindergarten in the 
United States, and for several yenrs 
afterwards she taught private kinder- 
garten classes. She was a lover of 
nature as well as of hooks, and took 
a special delight in children. She 
loved to watch them passing the house, 
and one of tho events of her week was 
to watch from her window* for the 
girls of tin* Pomroy Homo on their way 
to church Sunday mornings. Though 
the deafness of her later years made 
intercourse with her friends more diffi- 
cult. there came with It no abatement 
of her constant cheerfulness and eager 
zest in life. 

But those who knew her best will 
treasure above all else the memory of 
a spirit of unusual winsomeness and 
gentle consideration for others. She 
was a Christian of rare simplicity of 
faith. Her long years gave her much 
to ponder on, but nothing took away 
her deep sense of the mystery or sn- 
credness of life. It was all so keenly 
interesting. After a period of intense 
pain in the last week of her life she 
said of her suffering, ” I count it one 
of tho great events of my life that I 
could bear it without a murmur." Al- 
most her last words were. "I want you 
all to have a good rest tonight, — and 
I shall rest too.”

Mary Antln, the speaker ut the 
Christian Forum meeting to be held 
In Eliot Church next Sunday evening, 
a Russian immigrant, author and so- 
cial worker, is one of tho conspicuous 
persons in public life today. 

The tens of thousands who have 
read her famous book, “The Promised 
Land,” need no introduction to Mary 
Antin. 

To those not thus favored it may be 
said, that, coming to this country from 
Russia with her parents twenty years 
ago, a child of thirteen, with no word 
of English and no experience of lift) 
outside the Jewish Pale, within six- 
teen years she produced one of the two 
great books of the time. 

Mary Antin, who in private life is 
Mrs. Amadeus W. Grabau, wife of a 
Columbia University professor, was 
fortunate in having her ability early 
recognized by her family who made, 
every sacrifice to keep her in school, 
and by her teachers who gave her all 
possible encouragement and help.

In the Graphic of February 26 is a 
contribution signed A. S. B. which 
gives ten “common-sense questions” 
to which, according to A. S. IV. "It is 
claimed that no opponent of suffrage 
has ever given a satisfactory answer. ’ 
"Suffrage” from the context of the 
the contribution evidently means wo- 
man suffrage” and "a satisfactory an- 
swer” Is probably a mistake for "sat- 
isfactory answers" as no opponent 
could he expected to give In one in- 
clusive answer a satisfactory one to 
all ten questions. Even if Hie ques- 
tions were unanswerable they are not 
of a kind lo knock the underpinning 
from underneath the opponents but 
here is an attempt at answers. 

1. If equal sultrage is a had thing, 
why has It spread from the State that 
first adopted it to ten neighboring 
States, all adjoining one another? 

It may be that woman suffrage like 
epidemics has spread in spite of two 
fact that It is a had thing. Like epi- 
demics it has been confined to a lim- 
ited territory and though it spread 
through ten contiguous states it seems 
to have difficulty in spreading into 
the neighbors of the afflicted ten. 

2. If the majority of the people 
anywhere arc dissatisfied with it, why 
is there no move to repeal It 

10. Unless most people like it af- 
ter they have experience of it, why do 
opponents warn us that, once granted, 
it can never be recalled 
These two questions 1 put together 
because they are really two parts 
making up one question. It is much 
easier to extend a right than it is to 
take it away once it has been granted. 
The general enfranchisement of the 
negroes of the South is admitted to 
have been a mistake but it would 
be almost impossible to correct the 
mistake. In our own state the setting 
up of the literary test absolved from 
it all those illiterates who were vot- 
ers before it was adopted. If suffrage 
were granted to women its repeal 
could only be brought about, in all 
probability, by withholding it from 
all women not voters at the time of 
its repeal and continuing the right 
through life to all women to whom it 
had been granted. If it were as easy 
to withdraw the right as to give it 
there, are many who might be willing 
to allow the experiment to be tried 
who are today opposed to it because of 
realization of the seriousness of ex- 
tending the franchise. Experiments 
made by other states have not so far 
resulted in any advantage to the body 
politic and have on the other hand 
served to illustrate the dangers of 
increasing the emotional number in 
the electorate. 

The whole kernel of the question 
of the suffrage to women lies in the 
use which they may be expected to 
make of it. It is for those who favor 
it to prove that the extension would 
be to the advantage of the state. So 
far there is «no proof that their use of 
it would bring about better laws or 
m6re orderly communities and there 
is a mass of evidence to the contrary. 
In many of the states where woman 
has the suffrage it was given to her 
as one gives a stick of candy to a teas- 
ing, petted child. Man is often prone 
to make a fool of himself to win the 
smile of a woman and the men in the 
thinly settled states, where women 
were few, proved that men in the mass 
are apt to do the same. 

3. If it leads mothers to neglect 
their children, why is the lowest in- 
fant death rate in the world found in 
New Zealand? 

A. S. B. lias figures that l have not. 
Will he please give the birth rate and 
the infant mortality rate of New Zea- 
land for the ten years since equal 
suffrage in New Zealand and for the 
ten years preceding it. Does A. S. B. 
claim tnat equal suffrage will decrease 
infant mortality? Will he please give 
figures comparing the rates in equal 
suffrage states with other states? 

4. It it increases divorce, why diet 
Colorado grant 935 divorces the year 
before women were given the ballot 
and only 597 the year after? 

This is a sticker. Perhaps the pe- 
culiarly lax moral ideas of feminists 
may have something to do with the 
figures. Will A. S. B. give Colorado 
divorce statistics for the ten years 
previous to the adoption of equal suf- 
frage and the ten years since. How 
would he compare the figure of Col- 
orado with those of South Caroling. 

5. If it is demoralizing, why did 
only 62 out of 624 ministers and edi- 
tors in the suffrage States replying 
to Julia Ward Howe’s letter of in- 
quiry give an unfavorable opinion? 

If ten per cent wrote dectattiig iz 
"demoralizing” it would seem to me 
to be a fairly serious indictment. The 
language ot' A. S. B.’s question seems 
to imply surprise* on his part that a 
larger number did not find it “de- 
moralizing.” 

6. If the majority of women are 
opposed, why have only about one per 
cent, of the women in the United 
Slates joined the widely-advertised 
National Association to Woman Suf- 
frage, according to that association’s 
own figures? 

7. If t he majority of women are 
opposed in Massachusetts, where 
active Anti-Suffrage Association Iiuh 
been gathering signatures of women 
against suffrage ever since 1895, why 
has it succeeded in twenty years in 
accumulating the names of only about 
three per cent, of the women of the 
State? 

The suffrage question one way or 
the other does not interest the ma- 
jority of women. A. S. B. seems to 
have the figures. Will he tell us 
whether the enrolled antis and the en- 
rolled suffragists together constitute 
a majority of the women of the coun- 
try? 

8. Among the millions of citizens 
in the enfranchised States, why have 
the opponents of equal suffrage thus 
rar failed to find a dozen respectable 
men who assert over their own names 
and addresses that it has had any bad 
results? 

This quest if n is by indirection a 
severe reflection on the characters 
and abilities of the five dozen and two 
ministers und editors who, according to 
question 6, sent unfavorable opinions 
to Julia Wurd Howe. It muy be that 
A. S. B. believes that to hold an un- 
favorable opinion proves non-respect- 
ability.

throughout the city. 

Mr. Frank W. Lee of Chestnut Hill 
stnterl that the zone Idea could easily 
he worked out; that houses fifty Teet 
or more apart offered no risk and that 
the ordinance imposed an unnecessary 
burden on the outlying parts of the 
city. Mr. A. Dudley Dowd of Newton 
Center thought it would he a mistake 
to compel the placing of slate or non- 
conuiusuble roofs. 

Mr. James A. Lowell of Chestnut 
Hill stated that such a drastic measure 
was entirely out of place in the Chest- 
nut Hill and Oak Hill sections and he 
gave the committee n message of re- 
monstrance from Hon. Seward W. 
Jones. Mr. Frank B. WitherbCe of 
West Newton, identified with the lum- 
ber trade, thought there was no neces- 
sity for such an ordinance and de- 
clared many persons with whom he 
had talked had no knowledge of the 
measure having been passed by the 
board. Mr. Horace S. Frazier, a 
Brookline architect, stated that 76 per 
cent of h I h clients preferred shingled 
roofs and said that one was limited 
to a few colors if tile or slate was 
used, adding that asphalt was hideous 
ns a roofing material. 

Mr. William Bacon of Brookline, a 
lumberman and one of those who ap- 
peared at the original hearing, was the 
most active opponent of the ordinance 
and several times drew gentle remon- 
strance from Chairman Bartlett when 
the argument waxed warm. Mr. Bacon 
had several wordy passuges with C. 

E. Ruhr, an asphalt shingle man, in 
which the honors roBted witli Mr. 
Rahr. 

Mr. Hacon declared the Salem fire 
was the only argument in favor of 
the ordinance and that facts there had 
been misrepresented. He praised con- 
ditions in Newton and said that the 
makers of fireproof roofing are trying 
to drive the wooden shingle men out 
of business. According to Mr. Racon 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
manufacturers of wooden shingles in 
this country and British Columbia, 
while, as far as he has learned,' there 
are only two makers of asbestos shin- 
gles and about thirty who manufac- 
jure asphalt roofing. *He stated that 
the prices on such putented products 
could be raised, were the wooden shin- 
gles driven out and said that the peo- 
ple did not ask for these changes but 
that pressure was brought to bear by 
the fireproof rooting men on fire chiefs 
and building commissioners. Mr. Wm. 

F. Harbaeh of Newton Centre declared 
he could see nothing accomplished by 
the passage of the ordinance and Mr. 
Henry Whitmore stated that such a 
measure discounts by at least five per 
cent the value of every wooden-slnn- 
gled house in the city. 

Mr. G. M. Heathcote of Waban 
caused laughter by telling of watching 
the asphalt shingles on the roof of a 
$10,000 dwelling near his home. In a 
rain storm, he said, they turned up at 
the edges and the builder assured him 
that the sun would melt them down 
flat again. He had witnessed this 
phenomena eight times, he declared, 
and wondered if, eventually, this pro- 
cess would not result in the shingles 
breaking off as' wire does when it is 
bent back and forth. 

When the opponents of the wooden 
shingle had their inning Alderman 
Rlanchard read two letters, one from 
Chief Randlett, of the fire department, 
who branded the wooden shingle as 
the greatest of fire hazards and who 
hoped the ordinance would not he re- 
pealed. 

Commissioner O’Keefe stated that 
every one knows that old shingles 
that have been .taken from roofs are 
the finest sort of kindling. He told 
of roof fires in Marblehead started by 
brands wafted across the harbor from 
burning Salem and touched on the 
slight additional expense of a fireproof 
roof. A repeal of the ordinance, ac- 
cording to the commissioner, would be 
a step backward. 

Mr. Franklin H. Wentworth, of the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
prefaced li is remarks by declaring he 
wus glad to learn tin* ordinance had 
not been “jammed through" the al- 
dennanic board as the lumbermen's 
publication had inferred. He told of 
his residence in Salem and of condi- 
tions there and also told of roof fires 
elsew here. 

Mr. C. M. Goddard, a Newton resi- 
dent, who is secretary of the New Eng- 
land Insurance Exchange, was armed 
with documents, maps and figures to 
prove his claims that the wooden 
shingle Is a deadly fire hazard. He 
dwelt on the Bangor ffre and showed 
the committee a map of the burned 
area, pointing out where t lie conflagra- 
tion jumped to shingled roofs and 
where it passed over buildings with 
lireproof roofs. Mr. Goddard declared 
that in ills opinion, the petitioners 
were willing to have the ordinance 
apply to others. 

Mr. C. E. Rahr, who has been spok- 
en of as president of the "fireproof 
shingle trust," wus probably the most 
interesting speaker of the evening. He 
told of tlie manufacture of his product 
and said it wus impossible for lie and 
his business associates to form a 
trust us there are too many deposits 
of usplutli in the country, in regard 
to the probable raising of prices he 
declared the law of supply and demand 
must govern that. He told of selling 
fireproof roofing in the northwest to 
tlie proprietors of large shingle mills 
who did not care to risk covering the 
roofs of their plant with their own 
product. 

No one was provided with Newton 
statistics in regard to roof tires though 
tlie writer, from experience, is able to 
stute that u large percentage of our 
tires are from this cause. The case 
of the old armory is cited. Before the 
roof wus fireproofed there wife a 
dozen or more alarms for roof fires 
caused by locomotive sparks. A few 
years ago, at Newton Upper Falls, a 
factory on Boylstou street burned one 
noon. A high wind sent burning em- 
bers in an easterly direction and se\ 
oral tires resulted on shingled roofs, 
some of them half a mile away. 

Mr. Proctor closed the hearing. He 
declared that of all the speakers who 
wished to retain the ordinance only 
one was a Newton citizen who was not 
an insurance man or not interested 
from a business standpoint. On tlie 
other side, lie declared, were citizens 
and tux puyers. The tire zone idea, 
according to Mr. Proctor, should he 
carefully worked out.

NO INCREASE IN FARES 

The Massachusetts Public Service 
Commission bus rendered a decision 
on tlie petition of tlie B. & A. Co. lor 
increase in its single tare rate per mile, 
j and to abolish tlie 100-ride and 10-ride 
commutation tickets. The decision 
| is given in connection witli other peti- 
i lions of the New Haven and the B. & 

I M. companies. 

i As to the Boston Albany rates, the 
commission stutes that its proposed 
schedule is based upon a uniform rate 
hi two and * > n « hall cants par mile, 
which within the suburban zone is re- 
duced to two cents per mile, hut in es- 
tablishing tlie rate for places beyond 
the suburban zone it 1ms failed to take 
into consideration the suburbun rate. 

' That is. a person living fifteen miles 
front Boston can purchase a ticket at 
two cents per mile, or thirty cents, 
while another person, living on the 
same line of road hut one mile further 
from Boston, must pay two and one- 
half cents per mile, or forty cents. 

This company’s schedule, if allowed, 
would yield additional revenue esti- 
mated at $168,351, while if it hud been 
prepared in tlie same manner as the 
New Haven's schedule, the udditionul 
revenue yielded would he ubuut 80.000. 
Figures are given to iudicute the in- 
creased revenue which the company 
may he expected to receive from other 
sources, and the commission finds that 
these increases fall approximately 
$80,000 short of giving the road suffi- 
cient earnings to permit it to pay 0 
per cent dividends, and intimution is 
given that If a schedule proposing such 
increases Is tiled it may be approved

On Friday. February 26, delegates 
from all over .Massachusetts responded 
: to the invitation of the Somerville Wo- 
i man's Club for the Mid-Winter meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts State Feder- 
ation of Women's Clubs in the high 
school hall on Higlilaml avenue, Som- 
erville. The fine new hull has a seat- 
ing capacity of from 1000 to 1200 and 
was well filled at botli morning and 
I afternoon sessions. 

Mrs. Frank E. Bateman, president of 
the hostess eluli, welcomed the guests 
in the name of her club and in a pleas- 
ing and informal way spoke of some of 
tin- historical events and places usso 
elated with Somerville. 

In her response Mrs. George W. Per 
kins, President of the Federation, 
stated that tin* Federation this year 
was urging the maximum of concen- 
tration upon a minimum of legislative 
matters, that the endorsement of the 
organization may have greater force. 
Alter announcements of coining con- 
ferences the meeting was turned over 
to tlie chulrman of the Legislative de- 
partment, Mrs. Esther M. Andrews, for 
the consideration of the legislative 
matters which had been selected. Five 
matters had been decided upon, but on 
tin* previous day one of them, Senate 
363, To establish a Stute Board of 
I m hi iu ration, bad been referred by tin* 
committee to the next Geucral Court. 
Since the clubs will be asked another 
\uar to lie interested in this mutter 


the speakers, who had been asked to 
explnin the bill, wore onlled upon to 
do so. Miss Mnry Willoox, who is de- 
voting herself to the work for the im- 
migrant said that this Is only the be- 
ginning of n big movement for the ben- 
efit of Immigrants. Mr. Philip Davis, 
himself an immigrant, mentioned some 
of the objections which linve been 
raised to the measure, chief among 
them being the expense, as the hill 
called for an expenditure of $30,000. 

flic first measure presented for ac- 
tion Is embrnced in three bills, H 34, 
H 456, and H 612, To provide for a* 
school for the feebleminded in the 
western part of the Commonwealth. 
Dr. Walter E. Fernald of the Waverley 
School was the speaker on behalf of 
this measure. Dr. Fernald told of the 
founding of his school by Dr. Howe 
in 1848 nnd stated that this part of 
the state is fairly well provided for 
through this and the school at Wren- 
thom, but that both institutions are 
over crowded and there are 1600 ap 
pllcants which cannot be accommo 
dated. There are 16,000 feeble-mtndeu 
persons in the State, a small propor- 
tion of whom are so from accident, but 
from 75 to 80 per cent are so by he 
redity. He told of the great menace 
these persons are to the community 
nnd of the great expense they are like- 
wise. lie cited one family In Berk 
shire county which has cost the town 
$69,000 in six generations. This mat- 
ter was defeated last year on the 
ground of expense. 

Dr. Charles F. Withington was then 
called upon to explnin the present form 
of the milk bills, S 78 and H 1340, say 
ing that both bills are very simple In 
form and easily understood. He ex 
plnined the need of protecting the 
milk, the readiness with which it 
transmits disease, because of perish- 
ability and from the fact that no arti- 
cle of food Is so universally consumed. 
The best milk in the cities is 24 hours 
old when it reaches the consumer and 
It Is usually 48 hours old. The let 
alone policy is ^iot enough he said, 
“Safety first" is a good motto. The 
present measure was introduced by the 
Federation of Labor and provides for 
protection both inside and outside the 
State, while H 1340 calls for an appro- 
priation of $35,000 for inspection out- 
side of the State. No one to oppose 
the bill was present. 

Senate hill 202, To provide for ex 
amination and licensing of motion pic- 
ture films by the State Board of Labor 
and Industries, called forth the great 
est Interest on the part of the club 
women on account of the discussion of 
both sides as presented by Mr. Ralph 
S. Thompson, secretary of Children’s 
Welfare League of Roxbury. in favor 
of the hill, and Mr. John M. Casey, 
chief of the licencing division. Mayor’s 
Otliee, who spoke in opposition. 

Mr. Thompson in speaking of the 
need of more careful censorship told 
of investigations made by a commit- 
tee of 40. made up of fathers and moth- 
ers, of the pictures shown at 20 thea- 
tres of Boston. This committee took 
four standards by which to judge the 
films. 1st those picturing the immoral 
or obscene; 2nd, those picturing vice 
in an alluring form; 3rd, those gross- 
ly offensive to good taste; and 4tn, 
tiiose which instructed in the tech- 
nique of crime. Out of 614 films exam- 
ined this committee threw out 124 or 
20 per cent, as coming under one of 
these heads, and yet 130,000 children 
had already seen these films. He also 
told of the work done by the Federa- 
tion committee in carrying on a sim- 
ilar investigation in 17 cities or towns 
of tlie State and they had discarded 
235 films out of 1261 exumined. The 
speaker contended that voluntary body, 
like the National Board of Censorship 
is valueless, that an official body is 
needed. Mr. Casey, on tlie other hand, 
considered that the work of the Na- 
tional Board was not vuluoless, and 
cited that of two states where they 
have a special board of censorship, 
'U>io ' »• it present trying to get its law 
repealed and that the hoard in Penn- 
pvivania merelv accepts the standards 
of the National Board of Censorship 
He felt that there was sufficient means 
of censoring at present without cre- 
ating any new hoard, that there is an 
official in each city or town whose duty 
It is to do this work. 

The last measure, that of placing 
County prisons under State control 
was supported and explained by Mr. 
Joseph Lee, vice-president of the Mass- 
achusetts Civic League, and no one ap- 
peared to speak on tlie opposition, even 
though some one hud been expected. 
There ure, suid Mr. Lee, at present two 
systems of prisons, u State system and 
a county system and what tills mea- 
sure provides is for tlie State to take 

e r tin* whole control, for the purpose* 
of better administration, and to se- 
ure classification. He cited instances 
of young hoyH having been put in the 
same cell with hardened criminals and 
of oik* boy who housted how much 
more lie had learned of things he 
might have done, from the man in 
whose cell he hud been placed for a 
very short time. 

After questions and discussion upon 
eucli measure the Federation voted to 
endorse the four measures which had 
been presented. 

Luncheon was served in tlie base- 
ment of tlie school during tlie noon re- 
cess and the delegates re-assembeld at 
1.45 when tlie Bosselt trio rendered in- 
strumental music followed by a group 
of songs by Mrs. Juliu Ritter McCor- 
mack of Tuunton. a member of the 
State Music committee. 

A report of tin; New England Con- 
ference held ut Burlington early in 
Februury wus given by Mrs. J. H. 
Boole and one of tin* .Massachusetts 
Conference for Rural Brogress wus 
read by Mrs. George M. Baker. Mrs. 
Malcolm J. Forbes told of the forma- 
tion and principles of the new Wo- 
man’s Peace Party and urged the in- 
terest of the club women. Four new 
clubs were presented, Hurvurd Wo- 
man’s Club of Boston, Research Club 
of North Adams, Roekport Woman's 
Club and WeHtfield Woman’s Club. 
Royal Whiton, chairman of the Hos- 
pital Relief committee, spoke of tin* 
work now going on and usked for 
snuill contributions of money, $2 or 
$4 from each club would be of great 
assistance, also for workers that tin* 
whole matter muy be < losed by April 
1st.

The order requesting the mayor and 
city solicitor to oppose the so called 
Pulsifer bill relative to municipal 
elections in Newton and to favor a 
substitute bill was then taken from 
the table and Alderman Calkins stated 
that the Legislative committee on Cit- 
ies had held its hearing on this bill 
ae.d refused to continue the hearing, 
altho the committee would be willing, 
if a bill could be substantially agreed 
upon at once, to consider the proposed 
substitute. Mr. Calkins said that the 
committee on Legislation had endeav- 
ored to frame a bill satisfactory to ev 
eryone and had held a meeting to 
which every member of the board had 
been invited and which three mem 
hers attended. One person would not 
consent to the abolition of party desig- 
nations, one would not agree to con 
ttnue the city primary, and some op 
positions developed to a referendum 
to the people. The committee, how- 
ever, had reported the same bill as 
discussed at the last meeting with the 
addition of a referendum at the com- 
ing state election, and If accepted to 
take effect in 1916. 

Alderman Cabot called attention to 
the fact that the city committees of 
the various political parties had not 
been consulted and as this matter was 
clearly political he did not believe the 
alderman should take action without 
conference. While he recognized the 
possible dangers at a primary where 
party enrollment had been abolished, 
he believed they were a little unfound- 
ed and at least one election held be- 
fore making any attempt to change. 

Alderman Harriman said that the 
committee had found a very general 
feeling that party designations should 
be abolished and that the abolition of 
party enrollment created a serious 
condition in that men of one party 
could easily control the nominations 
of their political opponents. He be- 
lieved that these matters were often 
not given careful attention and bills 
were put into the Legislature at the 
last moment. 

Alderman Bartlett said that the city 
could save $1000 by omitting the mu- 
nicipal primary and called attention 
to the preferential voting system rec- 
ommended by the recess committee on 
City Charters and which if adopted 
by the Legislature might give an op- 
portunity to try that method. The 
great fear which had been expressed 
that under this plan a minority candi- 
date might be elected, he believed, 
would not materialize after the lirst 
election. Mr. Bartlett wanted the hill 
amended to abolish the city primary 
but was not sustained by the board. 
His motion to change the title of the 
bill so as to make it clear that the 
bill abolished party designations was 
accepted by Alderman Calkins and 
was adopted. Alderman Winslow be- 
lieved tiiat the preferential plan had 
great advantages and as the present 
bill would not take efTeet until the 
fall of 1916 favored no action at the 
i present time, as the board would have 
time to present the matter to the next

CITY AFFAIRS DISCUSSED 

At Monthly Meeting of Newton Board of 
Trade 


There was a good attendance at the 
regular monthly meeting of the Board 
of Trade Monday evening nt their hall 
in Newtonville. 

The speakers of the evening were 
City Clerk Frank M. Grant and former 
Forest. Commissioner Charles I. Buck- 
nam, who w’ere introduced by Presi- 
dent William J. Cozens. 

Mr. Bttcknnm gave a very interest- 
ing talk of the work of the City For- 
ester’s department. 

He spoke of the Newton branch of 
the .Massachusetts Forestry Associa- 
tion, which hns for its object the beau- 
tifying of the city by a systematic 
planting of shade trees and the secur- 
ing to the city of an adequate supply 
by the cultivation of trees on tracts of 
waste land within the city limits. Mr. 
Bucknam called attention to the dam- 
age already done to the shade trees of 
the city by the high tension wires of 
the electric lighting companies, but 
said that the companies were always 
ready to co-operate with the city in 
preventing such damage whenever 
their attention had been called to the 
fact. 

Speaking of the adornment of the 
city’s park nreas he said, "only with- 
in the last few years has the city in- 
terested itself in the parks. We have 
adorned the triangular beds through- 
out the city putting many of them in- 
to shrubbery while others have been 
planted to flowers in order to provide 
an object lesson to the citizens to have 
gardens of their own. We were pay- 
ing an excessive price for our nursery 
stock while we had plenty of waste 
land here in Newton, where such stock 
could be easily raised. We have saved 
many small trees from brush land be- 
ing cleaned up and have set them out 
In the rear of the Technical High 
School where they are ready for trans- 
planting about the city. The cost of 
these trees to the city is about 35 cents 
each and today they are worth from 
$3 to $5 each. 

Mr. Bucknam said that the city was 
nearly rid of insects and other tree 
destroying pests. The worst one we 
have today is the elm leaf beetle and 
if an appropriation could be secured to

AN APPEAL FOR WORK 

Citizens Are Asked By Local Ccir.miUee To Give 
Employment At Once 


There is much distress this winter 
din to lack of employment among 
honest and efficient workmen, this dis 
tress being so acute that Governor 
Walsh recently appointed a Committee 
/i .nz« us irom ail parts of the State, 
tinder the title "Massachusetts Com- 
mittee to Promote Work.” As Its ti- 
tle Indicates, the object of this Com- 
mittee is to give the unemployed man 
and woman wages, and not charity. 

In the furtherance of its duties the 
State Committee is endeavoring to 
secure local committees in each city 
and town of the State, whose duty it 
is to bring to the attention of the citi- 
zens of the city or town the severe 
conditions now existing, and to urge 
upon all citizens the great desirablil- 
ity of giving employment NOW. Suf- 
fering from lack of employment is al- 
ways most acute during the winter 
months, when many classes of work 
must necessarily stop. There are 
however, many tasks which, through 
general custom, are put ofT until 
Spring or Summer, but which can be 
done nearly as well at this season of 
the year as later on. For instance 
cellars can be cleaned and white- 
washed. repairs and alterations mad* 
to houses; roofs can be mended, and 
many types of interior painting, deco- 


rating and paper hanging done; also 
employment can he given to .-••am- 
stresses for summer cloth***; spring 
suits *an now be purchased, and in 
genera), much work that is customar- 
ily delayed until later ran he per- 
formed now*. 

Thf State Committee has requested 
the undersigned to art as a Local Com- 
mittee for Newton. The Ixical Com- 
mittees as well as the Slate Commit- 
tee are purely voluntary committees, 
without official standing, and are act- 
ing merely as citizens desirous of do- 
ing anything in their power to bettpr 
the conditions of unemployment. 

The Newton Ix>cal Committe** wish- 
es to emphasize the fact that this is. 
an appeal for work and not for charity. 
The various branches of work cited 
above are only a few or many kind* 
of labor that can be done now, and wo 
earnestly urge that all of the citizens 
of Newton give careful consideration 
of this subject, and as far as possible, 
give employment to the honest man 
and woman who is now out of work.

The legislature is speeding up and 
will begin morning sessions next 
week, a procedure which usually 
marks the beginning of the end. Com- 
mittee hearings are nearly thru and 
committees are turning in a large 
number of reports, most of which are 
fortunately, "leave to withdraw.” 

The present House is not nearly as i 
talkative as that of last year and 
among the many incidents which 
prove this statement, was the action 
taken last week on three measures 
proposed by the sole Socialistic mem- 
ber, Mr. Morrill of Haverhill. I^ast 
year the debate, roll calls and recon- 
siderations on these same bills occu- 
pied three days time. This year, Mr. 
Morrill was unable to secure enough 
votes for even one roll call and all 
three measures were turned down in 
about fifteen minutes. Another in- 
stance was the action taken last week 
on the bill to require licenses for 
cats. Last year this bill was serious- 
ly debated for about three days, while 
last week, it was laughed down in 
less than an hour's time. These side- 
lights taken in connection with the 
splendid progress made all along the 
.line indicate that this is a working 
and not a talkative House. 

Newton has an interest in the "mill 
tax” bill to provide a school equaliza- 
tion fund which was heard this week 
by the committee on Education. This 
bill provides a tax of one mill on val- 
uations of every municipality in the 
state, and which would cost Newton 
over $80,000 alone. This fund to be 
distributed. 90 per cent to a School 
Equalization fund and 10 per cent to 
a School Special Aid Fund. The 90 
per cent fund to he distributed among!

In tlie Graphic of February 26th I 
read the contribution signed "A. S. 
B.," giving ten common sense ques- 
tions relating to equal suffrage, and 
in the Graphic of March 5th, ‘ 1 read 
the attempted reply of "J. C." to these 
questions. 

If J. C.’s reply is the best that can 
he made, then it would seem thnt the 
argument in favor of equal suffrage 
is quite conclusive. Woman's suffrage 
was adopted in Wyoming forty-five 
years ago. Within thnt period it lias 
extended over nearly one-half of the 
area of this country. Today there are 
twelve states In which equal suffrage 
has been granted, and twenty-one 
states having full or partial suffrage 
for women. J. (\ calls this growth 
the spread or an "epidemic." The 
popular tendency is to cheek an epi- 
demic rather than to extend it. Many 
years ago there was an epidemic to do 
away with human slavery, and that 
epidemic raged until human slavery 
was blotted out. Many years ago 
there was an epidemic of higher edu 
cation for women spreading through 
the land, and it waxed stronger and 
stronger until no state could stand up 
against it. Many years ago "an epi- 
demic" broke out restricting the hours 
of labor for women and children, that 
has continued to spread until the ma- 
jority of states have enacted laws for 
those two classes. The question of 
equal suffrage is the greatest political 
reform movement of all time, since it 
affects one half of the human race, 
and it is "an epidemic" sweeping the 
whole country. A. S. B. said that di 
vorccs decreased in Colorado nearly 50 
per cent, the year after suffrage was 
granted to women; this fact is at 
least significant, and would seem to 
point to suffrage as a controlling 
cause. 

The fact that 90 per cent, of the 
ministers and editors in suffrage 
states expressed a favorable opinion 
of the adoption of suffrage ought to 
satisfy the average mind of its desir- 
ability. if .J. U. would only go into 
the suffrage states and see with his 
own eyes and hear with his own ours, 
he would find that equal suffrage has 
made belter laws, better sanitary con- 
ditions, better morals, and is working 
satisfaetorilly in many ways. "The 
stick or candy given to the teasing 
child” has expanded to a sweet morsel 
for the whole community. For the 
past sixty-six years the women of 
Massachusetts have been lighting for 
equal rights in property and indus- 
trial liberty. They have secured these 
rights together with partial suffrage. 
They ask now for the granting of tlie 
last step — full suffrage — which will 
place them on a political equality with 
men. Is it too much to ask that after 
having granted the full right of suf- 
frage to the negro who was formerly 
a slave, and to the immigrant coming 
from the lowest civilizations of Eu- 
rope. that the men voters grant a like 
political privilege to the intelligent 
women — the wives, mothers and sis- 
ters of men in Massachusetts?

The Annual Reunion of the Boston 
Letter Carriers' Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation, will be held in Mechanics' 
Bldg., May 19th. This is the Letter 
Carrier's big day; the day to which he 
looks forward for a twelvemonth with 
pleasureable anticipation; the day on 
which he meets his old friends in the 
service, scattered all over tlie Metro- 
politan District; and the one day on 
which he cheerfully lays down the 
cares of his arduous employment and 
gives himself up to the fullest enjoy- 
ment of the fleeting hours. 

In the ranks of the Mutual Benefit 
Association, there are now about fif- 
teen hundred men who are eligible to 
the rights and benefits of the Associa- 
tion, and who pay annual dues or 
$13.00, for which they receive benefits 
in the shape of Disability Relief while 
absent from duty because of sickness, 
and a Death Benefit to their depend- 
ents in case of death. The necessity 
for an organization of this kind is ap- 
parent when one realizes that the Dost 
Office Department makes no provision 
for paying a Letter Carrier while he 
is sick, even though that sickness was 
contracted in the service. In tin* past 
year, tlie average amount paid out 
monthly in Benefits was $1200., most 
of this having been paid to the older 
men, whose advancing years makes 
their onerous duties much more diffi- 
cult of fulfilment, and who are more 
likely to succumb to the inclemencies 
of our very unreliable weather. Add- 
'd to thfs is the Death Benefit paid to 
! tin* beneficiaries of five Carriers since 
January 1st of tills year, which brings 
I the disbursements of the Association 
j up to quite a large figure.

If you are interested in the gypsy 
moth business you will find there is 
still something to learn about it. The 
city is anxious to get rid of these pests, 
as well us all other insects and it of 
course wants the taxpayer to share in 
tlie expenses. 

Let me tell you something which l 
have just found out, which may save 
you a number of pennies on vour tax 
hill. 

You are at liberty to have some one 
examine your trees or you can do it 
yourself, and you can then notify the 
Forestry Department that you have 
done so. The department will send an 
inspector and no charge will he made. 

This is all very well, and should be 
made known to the public. 

If you do not do it, or if you do it 
and do not notify the city, they will 
send a number of men on to your place 
without wurning and you will have to 
pay for the time of these employees, at 
forty cents an hour. You can see that 
tlie world is full of a number of tilings, 
if you look around. 

There are a number of Companies 
who are willing to undertake tree 
work, at all kinds of prices, hut any 
one who cares to do so can easily dis- 
pense with their services. 

Instead of paying live dollurs u year 
I have recently bought a four dollur 
sprayer, and it is a simple matter to 
spray everything with Scalecide. Now 
that the leaves are off, it is easy to do, 
and tlie fruit trees and shrubs are all 
ready for it. 

This must not be neglected, hut I 
find I can do it very well, and am sure 
to have it done thoroughly.

SENATOR WEEKS SPEAKS 

Newton roBldentfl were much in evl 
donqc Wednesday evening nt the fourth 
nnntml dinner nt the Traffic Club of 
New England, with Mr. Sam W. Man 
ning of West Newton, president of t h** 
club, ns tonstmnster, Senator John W. 
Weeks of West Newton n« the princl 
pal speaker, Hon. Seward W. Jones, of 
Newton HighinndR. n director, pented 
at the head tnble, while Messrs. Arthur 
E. Gill of West Newton, Frank J. Hale 
anti H. M. Blscoo of Newton Highlands. 
(’. Peter Clerk, and G. E. Crafts of 
Newton Centre. W. A. Barrows of New 
tonvllle and William E. Jones and A. 
de W. Sampson of Newton were noticed 
nt the other tables. 

Senator Weeks made an address on 
“What’s the matter with Business" in 
which he severely criticized govern 
merit ownership of transportation and 
Its interference with the operation of 
business generally, giving striking ex 
ampins of the Injury done of govern- 
ment officials and red tape. 

"Few persons realize,” declared Sen- 
ator Weeks, "how fast we are drifting 
toward paternal government and turn- 
ing to the Government ns a cure for all . 
existing evils. The great trouble with 
Governmental service In general Is its 
inelasticity nnd Its utter Inability to 
reduce expenses, ns an ordinary busi- 
ness does, when revenues begin to full 
off. 

"The Government is not an efficient 
business agent. It was established for 
purposes essentially governmental and 
whenever it becomes involved in busi- 
ness it conducts it in such a way as to 
increase the expense of that business 
and become a burden to the entire peo- 
ple by also increasing tlie expenses of 
government. 

“The defeated Shipping bill was a 
definite proposition to put the Govern- 
ment into the ownership and operation 
of transportation lines and at least one 
half of tlie United States Senate will 
never vote to put the Government in 
that position. 

“Government is not an essential hut 
on expensive business agency and leg- 
islation like that of the Trade Com- 
mission bill tends to put all business 
in a straight Jacket, just as the auto- 
cratic power exercised by the Control- 
ler of the Currency tends to strangle 
business enterprise. 

Competition in ordinary business 
should he encouraged and individuals 
who violate the law should be punish- 
ed but this punishment should not lie 
visited upon their entire trade nor up- 
on the general public.” 

PRAISES SENATOR WEEKS 


Senator Lodge in discussing tlie re- 
cent defeat of tlie ship purchase hill 
in tlie U. S. Senate pays a high tribute 
to tlie work done by Senator John W. 
Weeks. Senator Lodge said: 

"The organization among the oppo- 
nents of the bill, and especially among 
the Republicans, on whom fell the 
burden of the debate, became very per- 
fect as the eontest went on. Every 
branch of the work was duly allotted 
and where everyone, without excep- 
tion, did liis full share and responded 
to every .call it would be invidious for 
me to attempt to distribute praise; 
but speaking through the Massachu- 
setts newspapers to the people of 
Massachusetts 1 think 1 may properly 
call attention to the very great service 
rendered by my colleague, Senator 
Weeks, to tlie common cause. To him 
were confided the duties which are 
imposed upon what they call in Eng- 
land tlie ‘party whip.’ It was for him 
to see to it that the opponents of tlie 
bill were present at every vote, a task 
requiring incessant watchfulness. He 
succeeded to a degree that I have nev- 
er seen equalled in this direction. Not 
once but over ami over again, day 
after day, we polled every vote. So 
thoroughly was this done that the cau- 
cus-bound Democrats were obliged to 
filibuster their own bill for nearly a 
week in order to gain time to bring 
three absentees back to Washington. 
Senator Weeks was in charge also of 
all our relations with the two uncer- 
tain Republicans and with out oppo- 
nents. He not only did all tills work 
hut lie made at the beginning or the 
debate a strong and cogent speech 
against the bill, in the difficult work 
he had to do, in the capacity I have 
indicated, lie showed tlie most perfect 
tact, tin* most imperturbable good na- 
ture, was never for a moment excited, 
although we were all under a great 
strain botli physical and mental, and 
yet lie was always firm and alwu.vs 
wise in every Btep lie took. He showed 
constantly and at every critical mo- 
ment sound judgment, courage, cool- 
ness, tact and unwavering determina- 
tion. ' 


Every victory for suffrage is a per- 
manent victory; every repulse is an 
incentive to greater effort. indeed, 
the extreme anti-suffragists might go 
so far as to insist that the suffragists 
have an unfair advantage over the an- 
us, as the latter must continue to fight 
iu every State that votes in opposi- 
tion to suffrage equality, while the 
other side is relieved from further an- 
xiety in any Stute tiiat once accepts 
the principle. And that is a point 
which must not bo lost sight of in fig- 
uring on ‘the inevitable outcome of the 
suffrage movement. — Boston Journal.

Turner gave a paper on Private and 
Public Schools and Churches. Mrs. 
Sisk’s subject was Notable People and 
this closed one of the best meetings 
of the season. 


At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning Mr. 
Charles B. Gleason spoke upon “The 
Reconstruction Period," taking it up 
from the constitutional point of view. 
He analyzed carefully the provisions 
of the original document, showing that 
the very idea of nationality dates back 
some 2300 years to Plato’s “Republic” 
and’ Aristotle’s "Ethics." The consti- 
tution has been said to represent the 
aspirations of the nation, and Mr. 
Gleason discussed how far it is suited 
to fulfill those aspirations. It has 
been supposed to have had its model 
in the English constitution, but in re- 
ality it is based more truly upon the 
plan of mercantile enterprises and has 
many points in common with the old 
trading charters of colonial days, it 
provides the technical forms of gov- 
ernment, the mere machinery, then it 
divides the sovereignty, between the 
Federal government and the local 
State governments, and later em- 
braces provisions for protecting per- 
sonal rights. The first eleven amend- 
ments are known as the Bill of Rights, 
but from 1791 to 1865 the constitution 
hud remained substantially unchanged. 
The real occasion of the Civil War 
was not the slavery question, but 
whether a state has the right to se- 
cede. Lincoln’s Emancipation Proc- 
lamation had no legal effect and it was 
not until after the adoption of the 
13th, 14th and 15th amendments that 
the status of the negro was actually 
settled. In touching upon the poini 
whether or not the constitution needs 
to lie changed, Mr. Gleason expressed 
the opinion that very little is needed 
and advanced the idea that the courts 
have not always been liberal enough 
in their interpretation of it.

Dona- 
tello, who is almost alone in the Ren- 
aissance period and w'hose "St. George" 
and a bronze of the Crucifixion, which 
is in Florence, are important pieces, 
was followed later by Michel Angelo, 

1 whose "Bacchus” and "Apollo," owned 
I by the School of Rhodes, were shown, 
j “The Lavcom" was the only statue 
| showing the determination of Greek 
sculpture. 

| The figures expressing repose were 
j a “Mercury” in bronze and "Military 
Courage" which is modern und part of 
' u statue. The statues expressing move- 
ment were "The Discoboli," "The 
1 Gladiator." which is compared with 
Canova's “Pugilist" and a modern 
group denoting rapidity. Labor was 
shown in Boucher's "A la terre." 

That tiie treatment of draperies was 
understood by tlie Greeks wus shown 
in the statues of female figures from 
the eastern part of the Parthenum, a 
copy of Praxiteles's "Aphrodite.” “The 
Venus of the Capitol," "Venus emerg- 
ing from the bath,” "Venus de Medici,” 
"Venus <11 Milo," and "Diana, ’’ a fu- 
inous bronze light, airy, and buoyant 

the original of which is in Rusisa. 
Canova’s "Cupid and Psyche,” "Psyche 
of Capua,” now at the Museum in Na- 
ples und as contrast Rodin’s "Psyche,” 
"Apollo and Daphne" were tin* only 
statues shown belonging to Baroque 
period. "Tlie Dance," by Carpeaux, be- 


longs to the Romantic period in 
France. 

The Romans surpassed the Greeks 
in portraits, busts and the Roman art 
compares favorably with Greek art was 
shown in the statues by Michel An- 
gelo. "The Hare," "The Youth,” which 
even the Greeks cannot Improve upon, 
"St. John tlie Baptist,” by both Dona- 
tello and Michel Angelo, and “Zeus," 
by both Pericles and Pinto. Exam- 
ples of sorrow Interpreted in different 
periods were "The Magdalene," by 
Donatello, "The Madonna and Christ,” 
by Michel Angelo, the same subject 
later on by Dupre and very much inter 
"The Cnsket Maker," by Rodin.

The banks should no 
longer be passive receivers oi the sav- 
ings of those who have learned Lo su»v. 
They should become aggressive teach- 
ers and pursuers of those who are 
financially ignorant or indifferent. —

MR. GEORGE W. WASHBURN

People who use 
1 the full energy of the delicate eye 
muscles to obtain perfect vision are 
often unconscious of this strain. In 
tbe theater tlie continuous effort to 
keep everything constantly focused ex- 
hausts the nerve centers and headache 
results. The practice of seating the 
audience in total darkness while they 
are staring into an intensely lighted 
stage is another serious factor The 
pupils, being widely dilated in tbe 
dark, admit the excess of light from 
the stage, often producing irritation of 
tlie eyes which lasts sometimes for 
days. 

Those subject to headaches should 
uever sit where ’t is necessary to raise 
the eyes to watch the stage. This un- 
natural position of the eyes is very 
tiresome even to those who never have 
trouble at other times. -Journal Amer-

Mayor Childs made known his de- 
cision last Friday morning on the 
charges which had recently been made 
against Lieutenant William P. Soule 
of the Police Department by Alderman 
John W. Murphy that he had failed 
to call physicians to attend to citizens 
when requested to do so. Lieut. Soule 
stated that he was too busy at the 
time to comply with the requests. 
The mayor says: 

A Hearing was held at which 1 
heard the testimony and all the par- 
ties interested, and upon the evidence 
I find as follows, 

1st. That the allegations of the 
complaint are facts. 

2nd. That requests were made by 
Officers Hughes and Larivee of Lieut. 
Soule that he call physicians in these 
several cases, and that Lieut. Soule 
informed said officers that he was too 
busy to comply with the requests. 

3rd. That Lieut. Soule was busy 
attending to his duties as officer in 
charge of Headquarters, and that the 
hour between midnight and one A. M., 
when these calls were received is a 
busy one, in as much as the night 
officers in the City are going on and 
off duty, and that the system is such 
that it is difficult to use the suburban 
telephone at this particular time. 

4th. That Lieut. Soule did not wil- 
fully neglect any duty, in that he re- 
gards calling physicians in such cases 
us these under consideration, not as 
duty, but as an accommodation. 

Bill. That it is a practice in the Po- 
lice Department, for officers to render 
such services when culled upon by 
citizens, and that Lieut. Soule ren- 
dered this sort of service us an accom- 
modation, because, as he says, “He 
believes in accommodating people any- 
where and everywhere when he feels 
that it is reasonable to do so.” 

Inference lias been drawn by a con- 
siderable number of people, and it has 
been freely talked on the streets, that 
these particular calls were not an- 
swered an account or the nationality 
of those seeking assistance, and the 
place where they lived. There was no 
such evidence presented at t lie hear- 
ing. On the contrary, the testimony 
showed that Lieut. Soule, lias time and 
again aided the residents of Nonuu- 
tum and other sections of our City, 
jwhen similar culls have been made, 
j An officer who would let race, creed, 

! or condition in life, prejudice him 
against doing his duty, would by such 
action, stamp himself as wholly unfit 
to be a servant of the people. 

My personal view of ibis whole case, 
is simply this, that police officers, 
whether patrolmen or ranking men, 
are in the service to protect life and 
property, and it is their duty, and not 
“an accommodation’’ to answer all 
calls of distress, and in so far as pos- 
sible to relieve it. This is the human- 
itarian view, and the riglu one. It is 
my order, therefore, iliai henceforth, 
such requests as these in question, be 
complied with, tliai such calls for help 
be answered immediately, and that 
such changes he made in t tie system 
at Headquarters as will make a recur- 
rence of this affuir impossible.

From the Chinese \ onng Men’s Tlirls- 
thin Association of Washington to 
President Wilson and the Chris- 
t In ii People of the Country. 

Christian Comrades: 

Realizing that the fate of our native 
land is quivering in the balance we 
appenl to you to give us your grent in- 
fluence in molding the public opinion 
of the Christian world for our native 
innd. Chinn. 

For three years and a half Chinn has 
struggled through an interim! revo- 
lution and is only now beginning to 
reap the benefits of a Republican form 
of government. Her sons nnd daugh- 
ters have only begun to realize what 
patriotism mentis, nnd her government 
lins just begun to develop her vast 
natural resources. Just at this time 
when her every energy should be de- 
voted to building up a strong nnd 
stable government, nnd at the psycho- 
logical moment when the attention of 
all the world is nbsorbed in the awful 
European conflict, the government of 
Japan has seized the opportunity to 
make twenty-one drastic nnd far 
reaching demands upon China which, 
if acceded to, will mean the absolute 
absorption of our country by Japan, 
and will precipitate, inevitably, a war 
between the two countries. 

Among the twenty-one demands 
which Japan has laid down to China 
she stipulates the transfer of “nil the 
rights” she has obtnined from Ger- 
many in Shnugtung, including Kiao- 
Chau concession; the placing of Japa- 
nese in high positions as advisers in 
the administrative, finance, and mili- 
tary departments of the Chinese gov- 
ernment: thnt no section of Chinn's 
const be ceded, or leased to any other 
power than Japan ; and that Japan have 
the right to establish arsenals in any 
part of China. Should China have to 
yield to these demands the death knell 
to her freedom will have rung, she 
will pass into a state of subjection in- 
exorably, but in tlie process the blood 
of the flower of her young manhood 
will flow in rivulets throughout her 
land ns flows the blood of the young 
manhood of Europe today! 

To prevent this great wrong to 
China, to prevent the war which must 
follow if Japan presses her unright- 
eous demands, we appeal to you, the 
Honorable and Most Worthy President 
of the United States, and to the Chris 
tian people of this great country to 
give us at least your moral support, 
to study the situation carefully, to give 
it publicity, and thus to awuken a pub- 
lic opinion that will make the horrible 
wrong which is threatening China an 
impossibility. We pray that you will 
use your utmost influence to help us 
in this crucial hour.

Mrs. Maud Wood Park gave an nd- 
droHs before the Men’s Club at the 
Central Congregational Church, New- 
tonviiie, on the evening of March 18. 
Mrs. Park spoke of Equal Suffrage as 
an Inevitable part of the development 
of modern civilization, with regard to 
women and the government. One of 
two things must be true, either we 
have not a government by tin* people 
or the women are not people. We are 
sometimes told that women are al- 
ready sufficiently represented by the 
men of their family. This might ho 
true If men were given additional 
votes to represent the women with, 
but, a man has only one vote when he 
is a bachelor and does not get any 
additional votes with Ills marriage 
certificate. This being the case, under 
our present system the only way to 
have women truly represented Is to 
give them the power to vote for their 
representatives. 

Women already have suffrage in 12 
states in this country. It Is not to he 
supposed that the men of Massachu- 
setts want to be less just and less 
fair than men in the Western States. 
It Is a curious fact that whenever any 
change for the better in the position 
of women has been proposed the ob- 
jections to the change have been the 
same, no matter what the particular 
step under discussion might be. In 
China about five years ago, when the 
Anti foot binding society was started 
in Shanghai, a Chinese writer gave as 
reasons why no change in the prac- 
tise of binding women’s feet should 
be made, first that men naturally 
wanted women as different from men 
as possible, and therefore preferred 
women with tiny feet rather than tin; 
unwomanly, masculine creatures with 
normal feet. The second reason was 
that if women were permitted to grow 
up with unbound feet, they would go 
gadding about and neglect their fam- 
ilies. This is very much like the rea- 
son given by the “Anti’s" that if wo- 
men vote in Massachusetts they will 
neglect their homes and children. In 
New Zealand where tyomen have been

An interesting hearing was held 
Monday night at the meeting of the 
hoard of aldermen on the petition of 
citizens of Newton Highlands for the 
removal of the present switch of the 
local street railway company from 
Woodward street to a point on El- 
liot street.

The matter of car service between 
Nonantum square and Cambridge, 
which is now under consideration by 
the Public Service Commission has an 
interesting history. For forty years. ! 
until last fall, there has been a thru 
service between these points, due to | 
the fact that Nonantum square is a 
natural terminal for this kind of trav- 
el. The attempt of the Elevated to re- 
quire a transfer within two minutes of : 
Nonantum square naturally created 
considerable opposition, and when to , 
this was added an unintelligent plan ; 
for handling that traffic at the Water- 
town car barn, the demand for a re- 
turn to former conditions became in- 
sistent. From many years of study of 
the conditions in Nonantum square and 
the the street railway traffic which cen- 
tres there, the editor of the Graphic 
is thoroly convinced that the only sen- 
sible way to handle it is to run the 
Cambridge cars thru to Oak square, 
•and the Brighton cars thru to Water- 
town. While this plan gives double 
service for a mile and a half and will 
undoubtedly be some expense to the 
Company, the travelling public will re- 
ceive the best possible service, there ; 
will be no congestion in Nonantum 
square, and the Company cannot be 
heavily burdened. 


It is hard to explain the attitude of i 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company in the matter of removal 
of a switch on Woodward street, New- 
ton Highlands. 

When the land on the further side of 
this street had been developed by the 
erection of a valuable residence, the : 
Company ought to have taken imme- 
diate steps to remove its switch, which I 
now occupies the sidewalk, with poles 
on private land at that point, and not j 
wait and procrastinate, until it became 
necessary for a public petition to be 
circulated in order to bring it proper- 
ly before the city government. Simply 
because a public service corporation 
has enjoyed a privilege due to undevel- 
oped property, gives it no right to con- 1 
tinue encroachment on land which 
should be used as a sidewalk, after de- 1 
velopment has begun. 


Forest Commissioner Colton has ] 
some excellent plans for planting trees 
in the 600 acres of land owned in 
Needham for our water supply. The 
trees would not only he valuable for i 
themselves in the future, but would ' 
aid somewhat in conserving the water 
fall in that property. Mr. Col- ! 
ton is on the right track and should . 
be given every incentive to provide for 
the future on these lines. If this work : 
had been done when these lands were ! 
first taken for water supply purposes, 
some twenty years ago. there would be j 
some valuable timber ready for use at ! 
the present time. 

While the Increase in the rate of 
sewer assessments is the onlv logical j 
step to take if the principle that the 
city and the abuttor are to share equal- 
ly in the expense of sewer construction 
is to continue, it is still rather hard ! 
on those to whom at first, it will apply. 
The increase is a substantial one, prac i 
tically doubling the rate in force until 
this week. 

The pledge of membership of the 
Women’s National Made-in -America 
League, is well worth repeating, as 
follows, “I pledge myself for the wel- 
fare of Our Country while the war 
lasts, to demand and buy everything 
whenever possible.

j With the beginning of morning ses- 
! sions in the House this week, it looks 
ns If the Groat and General Court was 
really getting down to work. So fnr 
as legislation atTeeting tins oitv Is 
concerned, all bills are reported upon, 
i lie bill In regard to a new bridge over 
the Charles river nt Commonwealth 
avenue eoming from Metropolitan Af- 
fairs this week, unchanged. The No- 
nantum square bill was signed by the 
Governor on Saturday and up to date 
no one hns been sufficiently interested 
in its fate to ask for the quill with 
which it was signed as a souvenir. 

Some interesting general legislation 
has been reported m which Newton 
nas more than a easual interest. Legal 
Affairs, of which Mr. Weston is a 
member lias reported a strong bill re- 
quiring corporations and persons law- 
fully delivering intoxicating liquors 
• n to a no-license city to keep a rec- 
ord of siieli deliveries. This bill ap- 
plies only to "pony” expressmen. 
.Mercantile Affairs, which has consid- 
ered the hills to require dealers in 
liquors to keep records or to obtain 
pcitnits to deliver liquors into no-ll- 
cense communities, lias not yet re- 
ported. 

Senator Ellis’ committee on Social 
Weitare has reported a pension bill 
for disabled police and firemen, which 
would continue the salary for one year 
and half salary thereafter in case of 
disability and allows the widow of 
such police or firemen to receive 25'. r 
of the salary with 10' < of the salary 
for each child under 16 years of age. 

Another important bill reported by 
Taxation would make the present 
custom of filing statements ot prop- 
erty with the Assessors, obligatory, 
instead of permissive. The enforce- 
ment of this bill if it becomes a law 
would drive many wealthy persons out 
of the state. 

A bill requiring electrification of all 
railroads in the metropolitan district 
in the next four years was defeated 
this week in the House on the ground 
that the expense of $25,000,000 could 
not he undertaken by the companies 
at the present time. 

In the Senate on Tuesday a hill to 
increase the salaries of the Middlesex 
County Commissioners from $2000 to 
$3000 was substituted for an adverse 
report of the Public Service commit- 1 
tec. 

All three Newton representatives 
voted with the majority against the 
bill for a licensing board for Fall 
River and also on another day with 
the majority against reconsideration 
of the first vote. Messrs. Allen and 
Weston were recorded with the major- 
ity on last Thursday against the bill 
to require protection of passengers at 
elevated and subway stations, Mr. 
Bothfeld not being recorded. Oil Fri- 
day all three voted with the majority 
against the bill to take the license 
vote at the state election, and also 
voted against reconsideration of that 
matter on Monday. The same day. all 
three voted with the majority of the 
House against an old age pension 
plan, which was liscussed in this col- 
umn some weeks ago. On the three 
roll call Tuesday, all three voted with 
the majority against, a hill establish- 
ing certain police courts, and Messrs. 
Allen and Weston were also in the 
negative on hills to authorize comple- 
tion of the Old Colony parkway in 
Boston, and on the bill to compensate 
cities and towns for loss of taxation 
on real estate used for educational 
purposes, Mr. Bothfeld not being re- 
corded on the last two measures. 

It is , interesting to note tha( the 
new Health Commissioner of the state 
is to enforce the law relative to tuber- 
culosis dispensaries by July 1st. The 
law is most explicit in this matter 
and Newton is one of the thirty cities 
and towns which have not yet com- 
plied with the law. 

It is possible that our representa- 
tives may not have to face a vote on 
the initiative and referendum, which 
they were instructed to favor by vote 
of the people, last November, as the 
Senate on Wednesday killed all the 
hills before it on this matter. As Sen- 
ator Ellis was not instructed, he was 
free to vote against these most perni- 
cious measures. 

The so-called “jitney” bus, which it 
is rumored may soon become a feature 
of transportation in this city, was rec 
ognized by the Mercantile* Affairs com- 
mittee tliis week when it reported a 
bill allowing these busses to be oper- 
ated under permit of the local authori- 
ties and on the filing of a bond of 
$2000 for each bus operated.

Artificial Ice Business From The Investors 
Standpoint 


In view of the proposed artificial 
Ice plant for the City of Newton, a 
few facts, ns taken from the records 
of the Commissioner of Corporations 
nt the State House, may prove of In- 
terest to investors in this section at 
this time. 

Artificial ice manufacturing is not, 
as some people believe, anything new 
in New England. It hns been tried 
several times within the last twenty 
years. 

It will not he necessary to cite all 
the individual eases at this time, and 
the writer has chosen the concern 
known as the Brookline Artificial Ice 
Company as an example, on account of 
the close proximity to Newton, and 
also on account of the fact that the 
conditions of trade in Brookline are 
very nearly the same as those in New- 
ton. 

The records of the Commissioner 
of Corporations show us that tin* first 
Certificate of Condition was filed on 
July 22. 1893, showing Cap. Stock Au- 
thorized, $40,000, l’aid in Cap. Stock 
$33,000, I’rtr Value $100. The officers 
of Ibis Company, ns given by the rec- 
ords are Calvin Austin. Pros., Warren 
M. Hill, Treas., E. E. Parker, Calvin 
Austin, and W. N. Hill majority of 
Board of Directors. 

From the above it would seem that 
this Company was well officered and 
had very good prospects. 

The same statement showed them 
to have the following assets: Real 
Estate $15,909.28; Machinery $7,590.79; 
Manufacturers Merchandise and Stock 
in Process $350.00; Cash umi Debts 
Receivable, $1,566.48; Miscellaneous 
$4,045.67 ; Profit and Loss $3,879.34, 
making a total of $33,335.67. 

Against the foregoing are the fol- 
lowing liabilities: Cap. Stock, $33,- 
000.00; Accounts Payable $335.66. 
making a total of $33,335.66. 

After looking over the foregoing 
carefully, let us refer to the last Cer- 
tificate of Condition filed by this Com- 
pany under date of their annual meet- 
ing, January 15, 1895, which reads as 


follows: Cop. Stork Authorized $4<i,- 
000; Cap. Stock Issued $34,000; Cop 
Stock Pnld in $34,000; Par Value of 
Shares $100. 

It is interesting to note, however, 
that Instead of the former officers we 
have given in this report Pres. Geo. 
W. Armstrong. Treas. N. E. Weeks. 
Coder the head of Assets we have t lie 
following: Real Estate $7,886.08; Ma- 
chinery $14,674.42: Miscellaneous $N. 
049.51 ; Cash and Debts Receivable 
$889.22; Profit and Loss $15,836.53, 
making a total of $57,335.44. The Lia- 
bilities given are: Cap. Stock $34,000; 
Accounts Payable $23,335.74. From 
this statement It is interesting to note 
that from the time of the first state- 
ment to the last statement only $1000. 
additional stock was sold, it is also 
interesting to note thnt the accounts 
payable have jumped in less than two 
years from $335.66 to $23,336.74. 

The only later official entry the 
writer has been able to find regarding 
the Company Is that they were dis- 
solved by an net of Legislature in 
1904 and that there were no assets. 

Front the foregoing figures, typo- 
graphical errors excepted, it would 
seem to the writer that the only con- 
clusion to bo drawn, in this venture at 
least, was that artificial ice proved 
anything but a profitable venture for 
the stockholders. 

The writer would like to add be- 
fore closing that there have been sev- 
eral other artificial ice companies pro- 
moted in this section which have fared 
no better, and in some instances, if 
possible, worse; and if any reader or 
prospective investor is sufficiently in- 
terested to call on the writer, he will 
be very glad to give such facts regard- 
ing these companies as he may have 
at hand. Some of these companies, 
however, were not Massachusetts cor- 
porations and it is more difficult to 
get at their exact figures.

V STRAIGHTFORWARD REPLY 


The following recent editorial from 
;hc Brookline Townsman will be of 
interest to many renders of the 
GRAPHIC. 


We cannot resist the opportunity of 
publishing below a copy of a letter 
which appeared in the Post on Wed- 
nesday in reply to a most unfair ut- 
tack on Christian Science, which ap- 
peared recently in the news columns 
of the same paper. 

When the educated populace of 
Brookline flock in hundreds to listen 
to such an eloquent address as was 
recently delivered in Brookline, and 
which we have twice printed to sup- 
ply the demand upon us, surely there 
must lie sound reasoning and good 
common sense judgment in the theo- 
ries propounded, and only a distorted 
mind could find reason for “mud- 
slinging” at the most modern factor 
in tin* held of religious endeavor. 

The reply of Mr. Smith was: 

“Sir: It is well known that the 
Christian Science movement has made 
steady progress despite a clamor of 
opposition. It was hardly to be ex- 
pected that the representatives of es- 
tablished churches would unanimously 
welcome this new and potent factor 
in the Held of religious endeavor. But 
some of them have done so, and many 
others have shown varying degrees of 
recognition or tolerance. On the other 
hand, a few members of the clerical 
profession have vied with each other 
in an effort to put the utmost abuse of 
Mrs. Eddy and Christian Science into 
their declamations, and into the re- 
ports thereof prepared for the press. 

Last Saturday tlie Post gave space 
and prominence to a verbal assault 
on Mrs. Eddy and Christian Science by 
a local clergyman, who has hereto- 
fore exhausted the possibilities of lan- 
guage in efforts of a similar charac- 
ter. If his opinions of Mrs. Eddy and 
Christian Science were just or true, 
their truth and justice would have 
been generally known and acknowl- 
edged long ago, and he would have 
been spared the trouble of reiterat- 
ing them. But his views of Mrs. Eddy 
and Christian Science are so biased 
and distorted that they have but little 
relation to what is actual or true. 

The manner in which sectarian bit- ] 
terness may lake possession of a man ; 
who has been ordained to he a min- 
later of the gospel, but feels called to 
undertake the “disagreeable duty" of 
denouncing Mrs. Eddy can he illus- 
trated by a paragraph from the pub- 
lished statement to which this letter] 
refers. After speaking of two per- 
sons for whom Christian Science l’ail- 
j ed to cure cancer und heart disease, 
the reverend gentleman went on as, 

| follows: "Who killed them? Mrs. Eddy 
did, just as surely as if she had 
stabbed them with u dagger.” 

Let us test the justice of this con- 
demnation. In the single state of 
Massachusetts during the last year or 
which the statistics have been pub- 
lished (1913), the number of persons 
who succumbed to cancer was 3,526. 
Although the mortality from this dis- 
order has in recent years greatly in- 
creased. few of these 3,526 people, if 
any, relied on Christian Science. 
Many of them must have heard of 
Christian Science, but did not turn to 
it, even when other remedies had com- 
pletely failed. Is somebody to be I 
charged with killing these sufferers? 
Not so; the services rendered them,) 
even though they failed, were praise- 
worthy. The position of those who 
practice a system which they believe 
to be the best, is perfectly clear; but 
much less can he said in behalf of 
those whose public denial of the heal- j 
.ig power of Christian Science utter- 
ed in the very face of the most evl- ] 
lent facts, may hinder people from j 
turning to this science in the hour of 
greatest need.

frequently published in the Christian 
Science periodicals, although the word 
"cancer,” because of the fear which 
it may produce, is not often printed. 

Adequate statistics of Christian Sci- 
ence healing will not be available un- 
til public opinion and public officers 
are more prepared to perceive and 
admit the operation and effect of spir- 
itual law. At present, generally 
speaking, people are apt to minimize 
the benefits of Christian Science by 
supplying other explanations for tli*. 
effects which, in the orderly course ot 
reasoning, would he credited to Chris- 
tian Science. But as Mrs. Eddy lias 
said, with reference to spiritual cau- 
sal ion: "The age scents ready to ap- 
proach this subject, to ponder some- 
what the supremacy of spirit, and at 
least to touch the hem of truth’s gar- 
ment" (Science and Health, page 170). 

It is a curious fact, however, that 
the most intense opposition comes 
from those who have been specially 
ordained to emulate him who healed 
the sick solely by "the linger of God” 
(the power of spirit), and said that 
his followers in "all nations” should 
do likewise. (See Luke XI: 14-20; 
Matthew X:5-10 and XXVIII: 16-20; 
Murk XVI: 14-18; John XIV: 12.) 

Christian Science is the restoration 
of original Christianity, without the 
limitations which have arisen in hu- 
man belief; a Christian Scientist is 
one who accepts the absolute truth 
taught by Christ Jesus, and scientifi- 
cally uses the knowledge thus gained 
in furtherance of human progress; 
while every Christian Science practi- 
tioner is expected by his church to be 
a missionary to t lie poor and needy.

As the body 
was tnken from ills home at 25

two inon, who either formerly worked 
for him or were his associates in busi- 
ness, formed at either side and escort - 
ed it to the church.

ASK THRU SERVICE 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

Mr. H. B. Potter for the Elevated 
Company snid that the Company. Act- 
ing under instructions of tho Com- 
mission had investigated the subject 
of two car trains and find ordered 100 
trailer cars, with centre door and low 
step, which they expected to place in 
commission in May. The use of these 
cars would make it impossible to use 
Nonantum square as a terminal again 
ns the trailers could not be turned nnd 
it would he necessary for the motive 
car to go around it in making a turn. 
He believed that the use of the two car 
trains would greatly lessen the com- 
plaints and suggested thnt the aboli- 
tion of the paper transfer nnd the 
stops on the street in front of the Wa- 
tertown oarbnrn might help the situ- 
ation. The Company niso expected to 
move the present station master nnd 
force now at Oak square to the Wa- 
tertown carbarn and this would great- 
lv improve the arrive at that point. 
He protested against running the 
Cambridge oars to Oak square as 
against the interests of the Company, 
as it would yield no additional reven- 
ue. The Company niso objected to 
operating long routes such as Park 
street to North Cambridge by way of 
Brighton on account of the long de- 
lays in transit and which would make 
it impossible to keep any kind of 
schedule. Mr. Potter suggested that 
as the two car trains would only he 
run during rush hours, it might be 
possible to use Nonantum square as a 
terminal during the normnl hours of 
traffic nnd said that tho Company de- 
sired to give the best possible service 
and only wanted to be shown. 

Mr. Dana also appeared for the 
Company said that a long route to 
North Cambridge thru Brighton would 
seriously affect the outbound traffic 
at Harvard square. He said that the 
plan to make Oak square the terminus 
would add 550 miles and would mean 
several more expensive cars and from 
which the company would obtain no 
additional revenue. He said that at 
present there were 254 trips from Wa- 
tertown by way of Brighton and only 
174 by way of Cambridge. He stated 
that the company was now giving 
more service between Nonantum 
square and Watertown than the traf- 
fic warranted, and that the Company 
intended to make as close connections 
at the carbarn as possible. 

Mr. Kendrick stated that the peti- 
tioners were patrons during the rush 
hours and that the change during the 
normal hours would not help them. 
Newton business men, even with the 
present delays, are using the Cam- 
bridge subway as it saved them at 
least a minute over the Brighton line 
and he suspected that the Company 
made the present change in order to 
stop this travel thru Cambridge. He 
believed that a restoration of former 
conditions would equalize the traffic 
to Boston from Nonantum square and 
make it possible to have a uniform 
time schedule on both tho Brighton 
and Cambridge divisions.

FIND GIRLS' BODY 


The body of the five-year-old Ellen 
Edwards, who was drowned on the 
afternoon of Feb. l r was found Tues- 
day morning in the Charles River at 
Newton Upper Falls, less than half a 
mile below the point where the child, 
together with her seven-year-old broth- 
er, William, met death through thin 
ice. Soon after the drowning, and 
while search was being made for the 
girl’s body, wires were stretched 
across the river. The body was found 
In these wires by Benjamin Holt. 

The drowned children were two of 
the family of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Ed- 
wards of 499 Winchester street. New 
ton Highlands. The boy perished try- 
ing to save his sister. Thomas Ewart 
a playmate, ran home and was too 
frightened to tell of the tragedy until 
several hours later. The hoy’s body 
was found the same night. To recov- 
er the body of the girl, men, in charge 
of an expert, dynamited the ice for 
more than a mile down stream, while 
police and volunteers drugged night 
and day, even making use of powerful 
searchlights to illuminate the depths 
of the river at night.

Esther Barrows, chairman of the de- 
partment, and Mrs. Esther M. Andrews, 
president of the Boston Council of Jew- 
ish Women, extended the welcome. Her 
people, she said, had been at work up- 
on industrial and social problems for 
the last 4000 years, so it was a peculinr 
pleasure to them to entertnin that par- 
ticular conference. As a proof of her 
statement sin* read quotations from the 
laws of Leviticus and Exodus relative 
to the gleaning and the provisions 
made for the poor. 

Miss Lathrop was then introduced, 
who told in a forceful and interesting 
way of the work which her bureau is 
attempting. Infant mortality is a sub- 
ject. which they have been investigat- 
ing. Tills subject, she said, is coursing 
with red human blood. The waste in 
the first year of life should he negli- 
gible. Tills waste lias been found to 
be greatest in countries where there is 
a low degree of intelligence and least 
in New Zealand. She reminded her 
audience that in New Zealand the wo- 
men have the ballot; site said, she 
should not say that it was a result of 
the women having the ballot, hut they 
were coincident. In order to secure 
data on this subject they had found it 
necessary to look into the laws of birth 
registration in different parts of the 
country and these were discovered to 
he good in some states and very lax in 
others. 

in referring to conditions in Massa- i 
chusctts, she said, too many women in j 
your state leave their homes to work in 
the factories because their husband's 
wages are not sufficient to support the i 
family. Their is no nobler task for | 
you to undertake than that of insisting ; 
that American men he paid such wages j 
as to enable them to support American ! 
women and their babies. The Juvenile 1 
Court has discovered what neglect of 
the children is responsible for. Fur- 
ther probation work is needed and 
some sort of State system. As to Mo- 
titers’ Pension laws she said that thus 
far those which have been secured are 
not very thoroughly calculated to serve 
the real end. 

Women have made a mistake to sup- 
pose that when they have secured the 
passage of a good law, they were en- 
titled to take a rest. What they must 
do is to see that it is steadily and ad- 
equately administered. When women 
vote for their legislators they feel the 
steadying effect of responsibility and 
they will not he so spasmodic in well- 
doing. You ought to lie willing to go 
to the polls. The polls are going to lie 
the place you make them. Miss Lath- 
rop told of some amusing experiences 
site herself had as inspector of elec- 
tions when women were first given the 
ballot in Illinois. She also considers 
that women when they have the ballot 
are more able to help in improving the 
social and industrial conditions of the 
country. 

Following Miss Lathrop’s address re- 
ports of investigations concerning 
Dirt li registration in various parts of 
Massachusetts were made by Mrs. 
Plympton of Walpole, Mrs. George 11 
Eaton of the Fortnightly Club of Win- 
chester and Miss Miriam Drury of the 
Social Science Club of Newton. All re- 
ports showed that very few births es- 
cape being recorded in the places in- 
vestigated. which would indicate that 
Massachusetts conditions are good. 

At the close the guests adjourned to 
tiie room below where a social hour 
was enjoyed and refreshments were 
served.

FORMER EDITOR OEAO 

Mr. Wm. W. Wood Connected With the 
Graphic 30 Years Ago 

.Mr. William W. Wood, a former ed- 
itor of the Newton Graphic, died 
early yesterday morning at his home 
in Middleboro, after a long illness, at 
the agr- of 76. Mr. Wood was editor 
of the Newton Republican, the prede- 
cessor of the Graphic in the late sev- 
enties and early eighties, retiring on 
its purchase by Mr. Henry M. Burt 
in 1882, but returning the next year, 
to manage the paper for a few 
months. Mr. Wood was also connect- 
ed with the Graphic under the owner- 
ship of Mr. E. D. Baldwin. 

Mr. Wood was one of the pioneer 
newspapermen of the State. He was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin F. 
Wood, both of Middleboro. and was 
born in that town May 18. 1839. on the 
home farm, which is a part of the 
original tract purchased from the In- 
dian sachem Tispaquin by Henry I 
Wood, who landed at Plymouth previ- 1 
ous . to 1644. He was of the eighth! 
generation. William Woods early 
life was passed on tlie farm, and he' 
attended the district school at Middle-! 
boro Green. He completed his educa- 
tion by attending tlie Pierce Academy j 
at Middleboro several terms, paying 
his way by teaching school. 

In 1859 he went to Marlboro, where 
he began work in a shoe factory. Dur- 
ing the Lincoln campaign he was 
active in the ranks of.the Wide-Awakes 
under William S. Frost, since presi- 
dent of the Veteran Association of Co. 
i. 5th Regiment. M. V. M. He cast his 
first Presidential vote for Abraham 
Lincoln. At the outbreak of the Civil 
War he assisted in the formation of 
Co. I. 5th Regiment, M. V. M., and 
went out with it Aug. 20, 1862. for nine 
months. After the Goldsboro. N. C. 
expedition he was detailed for special 
service in the department of North 
Carolina, and on the expiration of that 
duty was mustered out at Camp Wen- 
ham. July 2, 1863. 

In November of 1863, with Charles 
A. Wood, a cousin, he established the 
Stoughton Sentinel, the first paper to 
he published in that town. In July. 
1864. when Co. I. 5th Regiment, was 
again called to the front, he joined the 
ranks for a second time and served 
through the 100 days’ enlistment on 
guard duty at Fort Federal Hill. Balti- 
more. 

In November, 1864, after his return 
from the front, he sold his interest in 
the Stoughton Sentinel and went to 
Marlboro, where he started the Marl- 
boro .Mirror, also the Hudson Pioneer. 
In six years he began the publication 
of tlie Framingham Gazette, then 
started the Newton Republican. At 
the end of four years, owing to failing 
health, he retired from active work 
for several years, returning to the 
home farm in Middleboro. With health 
restored he took charge of the Middle- 
boro News, which he conducted suc- 
cessfully several years and then re- 
linquished it to accept the manage- 
ment of the Newton Graphic, formerly 
the Republican, where lie remained 
several years.

President Nash 
stated that through the efforts of the 
hocieiy tno i ny ordinance requiring 
emitters to clear their sidewalks ot 
snow nml Ice had been extended to 
include the business section of Au- 
burndalc. He then called upon those 
present to ’ state their grievances,” 
the aldermen were present to hear and 
consider the same. 

Numerous matters were then 
brought forward, such as the condi- 
tion of the subway under the B. & A 
u.K., the exceeding dusty condition of 
our streets, additional electric lights, 
the need of more trees, and the reck- 
less manner in which the Electric, and 
Telephone Companies lop off the 
branches of trees m putting up their 
wires. Needed improvements at the 
Burr School. Auto warning signs at 
both our school houses, care of unac- 
cepted streets, etc. Considerable dis- 
cussion was had in regard to author- 
ized dumps for all kinds of household 
uhhish, ' the throwing of paper and 
other rubbish, not only in the street 
but also upon land adjoining streets, 
especially upon vucaut lots, a most 
pernicious habit with some people. 
These vacant lots thus become "plague 
spots," not only "eye-sores” but often 
serious money damage to neighbor- 
ing property and a discredit to the 
whole village. The sense of the meet- 
ing seemed to he that the best and the 
only practical way would be to inau- 
gurate a general "clean up day” 
days in which public interest should 
be aroused by liberal advertising, and 
otherwise, and every property owner 
appealed to to clean up his premises 
for the credit of Auburndale. Mr 
Brown for the Woman’s Club, chal 
lenged the Improvement Society to 
lead off in this most commendable 
movement, pledging the most hearty 
co-operation of the 350 members of 
the club in the same. Alderman Early 
was called up to give what encourage- 
ment ho could to the "suffering peo- 
ple” of Auburndale, along the lines 
mentioned. 

His remarks were interesting and 
practical and lie promised his support 
to any reasonable improvement, but 
called special attention to the fact 
that most of the matters brought up 
were in the hands of the various heads 
of departments and that the com- 
plainants had the matter practically 
in their own hands through the right 
of petition directly to these various 
heads. He suggested that the Im- 
provement Society should take up 
many of the cases, as such an organ- 
ization naturally had more influence 
than a private individual. He was fol- 
lowed by Aldermen Winslow and Hol- 
lis along tiie same lines but all the 
aldermen called emphatic attention 
to the fact that from all parts of the 
city there came such a multitude of 
requests for improvements, involving 
such large expense that it was impos- 
sible to meet hut a small percent of 
same, without so greatly increasing 
taxes, that tiie tax payers could not 
stand it. The meeting was pronounced 
a greqt success and much good to our 
village is anticipated therefrom. The 
Improvement Society is in a most 
prosperous condition, showing a sub- 
stantial increase in membership 
among the current year. More mem- 
bers however are much needed to give 
encouragement and support to the 
good work.

voting for 20 years, Mrs. I’nrk said 
that she was regarded ns a very fool- 
ish person to question the working of 
woman’s suffrage. A visitor in Mas- 
sachusetts might expect the same sur- 
prised attitude toward herself if she 
naked how it worked to let little girls 
go to school. 

The effort to get votes for women 
in this country is in the main an ef- 
fort to make men and women think 
in the light of reason and common 
sense and, not in the gloom of con- 
servative prejudice. Equal Suffrage is 
the next stop along the “path of pro- 
gress in which women have been mov- 
ing for the last 100 years. 

Wherever Woman’s Suffrage has 
been tried the bugbears of fear and 
distrust disappear In the clear light of 
actual experience, just as quickly as 
the spectre of a nightmare disappears 
"’hen the dreamer awakes in broad 
daylight.

TRAINS DELAYED

When it is known or 
remembered that the writing, illumin- 
ation and miniature painting of a great 
book of gospels, or the work of u sec- 
ular poet, cost the nobles for whom 
they wen* prepared sums of money 
equal to the building of ail entire arch 
in the Harvard Memorial Bridge, it 
may be seen that much may be said 
of interest to tlie moderns about the 
devoted workers of those times. 

One of the most wonderful manu- 
scripts in the world is that which is 
known as the Urimuni Breviary. This 
book is exhibited in St. Mark's, Venice, 
and every day one page is turned in 
tin* beautifully carved case where it 
lies on exhibition. Were a visitor 
eager to see the entire work, it is 
likely that lx* would not be permitted 
to handle the book nor to see the en- 
tire work at one time, so tliut in order 
to view every page and study the many 
hundred miniatures in it, the visitoi 
would need to remain in Venice near- 
ly four years and visit tin* exhibition 
room daily. In Mr. Hamburgh's lec- 
ture many miniatures of this priceless 
volume will lie shown and a descrip- 
tion of its career will be given.

man is the guest in this world. The 
other day I was speaking at Smith Col- 
lege before an audience of 1600 young 
women, whom President Burton told 
me. had come from every State in the 
Union. Tlie subject was “Religion and 
Patriotism" and I felt ashamed to talk 
j about those two subjects to these young 
1 women who had been shut out and had 
never had anything to say in regard 
to religion or the destiny of their coun- 
try. Now, if you women here feci that 
you have some creative power and feel 
responsibility then by all means sup- 
port this problem. 

One peculiar thing I have noticed 
here in America is the number of 
typists, you women employed in the 
offices of men. Why is it you have wo- 
men instead of men? 1 asked this 
question of a business man and he an- 
swered, because we can get women to 
do better work and at a much lower 
wage than men. There you see the wo- 
men are below the men of the same 
intellectual type again. Some people 
think it is extremely wrong for you to 
have women teachers for the hoys, and 
the boy with a medium schooling 
conies into contact with only women, 
lie gets so used to saying “No Ma’am” 
ard Yes Ma’am” that he even answers 
this way when asked a question hy a 
man. I did not believe t li is until I got 
onto a street car in Philadelphia and 
inquired if such and such a street was 
on that route and tlie conductor j 
swerd "Yes Ma’am." If women are 
sucli wonderful beings why are they 
not able to secure the same wages as 
men when doing tlie samec lass of

they desire to help in controlling tlie 
sale of intoxicating liquors or improv- 
ing sanitation. These women say they 
will do all that the suffragists expect to 
do and can do it without the vote. Un- 
less women are totally different from 
men, I don’t believe it. It is up to the 
Antis to show us how they expect to 
acquire their responsibilities. Civili- 
zation to date has been entirely formed 
hy man und woman is entirely inno- 
cent of the mistakes of the past. If 
woman had the vote then she would lie 
as much responsible for conditions as 
man. If woman has the wonderful 
spiritual power hy which she can pull 
at tlie heart strings of man and make 
him vote the way she wants, it seems 
strange that none of the people op- 
posed to suffrage ever thought that 
woman could control tlie State and 
Government and the Army and the 
Navy, until some women asked for the 
vote. I don’t believe these people. 

They are bluffing. It is for them to 
show how they hope to organize so 
that nobody will dare to do a wrong 
tiling In the Government of the State. 

In my mind every woman should 
have a right to cast her vote as to 
whether there should lie war or not 
and then it depends upon her as much 
us him. 

But now women is not to blame for 
present conditions and if site had tlie 
right to vote it would not only be the 
question of war upon which she would 
he tlie deciding factor hut many other -work, 
questions of great interest to her.

The old fashioned notion was that 
woman’s sphere was her home. That 
was right f undamentally and tlie only 
modi Meat ion is that wo believe that the 
home is not her sphere but is the cen- 
tre ol her sphere ami that her sphere 
roaches out as far as there is any 
danger. 

If it is possible to handle the situa- 
tion without giving women the vote l 
trust the Antis will let us into their 
secret and help perhaps to improve 
present conditions. But 1 do not be- 
lieve It can he done without the vote, 
and I trust you will all remain ulert 
to your responsibilities. 


wi telling powers which the Antis tell 
us of, why have they not exercised 
them for tlie benefit of such conditions 
as these. How do they expect to con- 
trol such a situation? Will they strike 
against having more children? Not if 
they are human and feel the responsi- 
bilities of motherhood. The success of 
such an undertaking I believe depends 
entirely on having tlie community fuv- 
orahle to tlie little child. If woman 
had the vote she could control tlie en- 
vironment of the community, improve 
the sanitation and demand pure foods 
and so mnuy other essentials necessary 
for the proper rearing of her children. 
The whole responsibility is right in the 
question of liuving tlie vote. 

Now 1 want to say that I have been 
a student for a great many years of 
tlie psychology of character and 1 have 
had the privilege of talking with all 
the great thinkers of Europe uml 
America on the subject und they all 
agree tliut fundamentally women are 
no different than men. Prof. Frank of 
Berlin lias a method of scientific anal- 
ysis which he uses in connection with 
the examination of the insane, hy 
which he determines wliut nervous 
siiock has caused their condition. He 
also states that women are not any 
different than men. Hud women 
started in on an equal basis witli men 
and been up uguinst tlie sunie knocks 
and bumps, they would not be any 
more susceptible to fuinting than men 
ure. You know a few years ugo it wus 
considered very unludylike not to be 
able to faint. Now, if it is true tliut 
women do not differ fundamentally 
from men. 1 cannot help thinking tiiat 
with the vote they will rise up to their 
groat responsibilities uml attempt to 
purify trude and commerce and politics 
uml religion. Do not forget tliut this 
world is not u world Glut women have 
created. They have hud nothiug to do 
with tlie building of cities or nutlons. 
Even in the rculnis of religion women 
come and listen, but man hus created 
the tiling. Men build homes ami wo- 
men are invited to tuo banquet. Wo-

The necessity for an endowment 
fund for the State Federation was pre- 
sented at the President's Conference 
held at Salem on Thursday afternoon 
ny Mrs. Claude C. Gilson, who has 
been made chairman of ai committee 
to look into the matter. Discussion on 
this subject will come up at the an- 
nual meeting of the Federation and 
the clubs will do well to have it in 
mind and have their delegates pre- 
pared to take part. Among tile rea- 
sons for such an endowment given hv 
Mrs. Gilson may be mentioned the 
need of a business administration of 
the affairs of the Federation and the 
need to he independent of the financial 
question. A headquarters for the Fed- 
eration is needed and a secretary, who 
may attend to details for the presi- 
dent, thus leaving her free ior more 
important matters. It is desirable to 
have directors from the distant parts 
of tlie State and they should not he, as 
at present, compelled to meet tooi. 
own expenses for travelling. It was 
stated that at present, tirteen states 
either already lime secured endow- 
ments or are working upon them. The 
largest is that of New York, which 
amounts to $20,500. Of this $10,000 
was the gift of Mrs. Russell Sage, 
while the rest has been secured from 
individual gifts. Another state is ask- 
ing that the individual club members 
contribute 25 cents each for two years 
and expects to obtain enough from 
that method. What ever method is 
employed, the Federation is confident 
of the same co-operation of the clubs 
which has ever been characteristic of 
them. There is at present a small 
nucleus for such a fund made up from 
a balance of the Federation Bazaar 
held many years ago in (’bickering 
Hall and the proceeds from the Pure 
Food Exposition held in Mechanics 
Building last October, the latter being 
about $2,000. Success to the under- 
taking!

The Commission for Relief in Belgium 
Rotterdam Office, 
Harmingvllet 98 
Feb. 14, 1915. 

My dear — 

This is the first chance 1 have had 
to thank you nnd for your Christ- 
man present which was very welcome. 
As you know, we in Brussels receive 
no mail and are not allowed to enrry 
any letters out <>r the country so there 
is no use in writing any while in Bel- 
gium. This is the reason, you can ex- 
plain to — . why she has not heard 
from me and why I haven't written to 
any one with any* regularity. 

I suppose you know from the papers 
nnd such sources of the workings of 
the Commission, so I will not bother 
you with details; furthermore I have 
only a little time at my disposnl before 
starting hack to Brussels. 

Yesterday* 1 paid my third call on 
Cardinal Mercier at Maltnea and 
promptly won his heart by telling him 
of the great excitement his pastoral 
letter had caused in tile American 
Cross. The news of his arrest, (which 
was no arrest at all) 1 told him had 
appeared in about every newspaper in 
the civilized world, some five thousand 
different ones, 1 said. He was tre- 
mendously bucked up about this and 
nearly wept with joy when 1 offered 
to bring him some clippings for his use. 
The poor old man never sees a real 
‘live paper’ ‘cause at present there are 
no such things in daily circulation in 
Belgium, it is a curious fact that tho’ 
the sale of the London Times is strict- 
ly forbidden in Brussels and other 
parts of the country, (it is extremely 
dangerous to be seen rending a copy 
in the street or in public places) yet 
since the beginning of the war there 
have been only three or four day 
when that sheet was not procurable, 
if only you know where to look for it 

Last week 1 had a very interesting 
trip down into Northern France with 
some German officers who were going 
to the front. I took some of the party, 
in my car. as far ns a place called 
Vireux. There we had ten at a chateau 
belonging to a Count Somebody, then 
the Germans met some of their own 
cars and proceeded to the front while 
I went back to Lamur by way of 
Dinaut. there picked up a Belgian 
baron who accompanied me hack to 
Brussels. It would be strictly against 
the laws of the Commission if 1 were 
to put on paper any of the conversa- 
tions 1 heard that day. They were 
very interesting hut i must leave them 
for another time. 

The life of the Commission as a 
philanthropic undertaking is, I think, 
last drawing to a close, it will soon 
be put on a purely business basis. I 
mean by this that the present most 
efficient corps of volunteer workers, 
Rhodes scholars. Cambridge students 
and others will gradually be replaced 
by regular paid employees. As many 
of the present workers as may wish 
will be given the chance to continue 
under the new regime but 1 do not 
think that many of them will remain 
after say April 25th. when the Spring 
term commences at the universities. 

My own plans are not definitely set- 
tled.’ I learn from good authority that 
only 950 men out of a possible 4000 are 
baca at Oxford and 1 presume about 
the same percent is in residence at 
Cambridge.

CONGESTION AT NONAN ITM 

Mr. Editor: — 

Referring to the congestion Caused 
by the trolley cars in Nonant uni 
squure, would not the simplest plan ho 
the easiest way out of the difficulty? 

All the plans that have been hereto- 
fore tried have withdrawn some of the 
conveniences of travel without a com- 
mensurate benefit. It was indeed an 
unwelcome change when the Brookline 
cars were removed from the Square, 
and the recent change in the Harvard 
square line is a great blunder. 

The authorities have seemed to over- 
look the greatest offender of all. for 
the Middlesex road is responsible for 
the congestion to a far greater extent 
than the Elevated road. The Middlesex 
road sends its cars to the Square in 
hunches of three or four and these are 
long waits on the part of many of the 
cars which make for the worst conges- 
tion of all. Time and again we have 
sat in a car and waited from ten to 
thirteen minutes. Moreover it cannot 
be told which car goes first and it is 
not pleasant to sit waiting and see 
another car leave many minutes before 
the one you are in. 

Why not make a rule that a car 
shall come to the terminus, turn the 
trolley and leave at once. Tills would 
be practically what is done in the sub- 
ways where the car comes to the sta- 
tion, loads up and gets out. This plan i 
would ullow the restoration of the j 
Cambridge cars and it would reniov 
the groups of three waiting cars at the I 
terminal and moreover would settle the j 
problem of which goes first. It would 
serve the same purpose as that of the 
proposed loop around the bank build- 
ing or the destruction of property in 
the Square. The companies should be 
able to adjust their time, tables to meet 
the requirement, but then who re- 
gards a time table when taking a trol- 
ley? We go out and take one when it 
comes.

CORRESPONDENCE 

To the Editor of the Nkwto.n Gkai’iuc: 

The question of Fire Prevention has 
been brought up again by the ordi- 
nance that was recently passed by the 
Board of Aldermen, concerning roof 
coverings. 

The present building laws require 
About 1 per cent of the cost of building 
a house to la* spent for fire stops, which 
means $10.00 on each $1000 of cost on 
which interest must be paid or lost, 
with taxes, repairs, insurance, depreci- 
ation, etc., must also be reckoned with, 
so that $1.00 yearly expense for main- 
tenance would be a fair estimate of 
he expense, - comparatively few houses 
are so protected. 

As Insurance Companies will insure 
a house five years for $7.50, or $1.50 
per year, and pay at least 33 1-3 per 
cent of their income for expenses, it 
will bo seen that the cost of fire stops 
equal the average lire loss from all 
sources. Therefore, if certain expenses 
be incurred on the inside of a house, 
is it justifiable to incur any more ex- 
pense when the income already expend- 
ed will cover ail average fire losses, in- 
cluding Salem, Chelsea and other large 
conflagrations, and yet who dares to he 
without fire insurance. 

The new ordinance requires the ap- 
proval of tlie Building Commissioner 
before any paper shingles shall he used. 
These Commissioners also require a 
protection around hot water pipes 
when they puss through the floors, sup- 
posedly as a fire protection, and I fail 
to find an engineer who knows of a 
steam pipe, which is much hotter, ever 
setting wood afire. The ('oniniissinn- 
ers will not accept concrete blocks as 
a lire wall between tenements, al- 
though two silos 33 feet high made out 
of them were uninjured, although 
standing in the midst of barns large 
enough to house forty head of cattle, 
etc., filled with buy which burned, and 
the hottest of the flames surrounded 
the silos, and other simihtr euses can 
be found. 

Can the citizens expect reasonable 
Judgment under such conditions, and 
will there not be u feeling Unit undue 
influence was used if any or all tin* 
paper shingles are rejected?

The following recent editorial from 
the Boston Globe should lead to sim- 
ilar work In this city, where civic 
righteousness is sometimes a trifle 
lax. 

”ln the past men have fought valor- 
ously for the right or privilege of east- 
ing ballots, but at the present time, so 
far as the United Slates is concerned, 
the trouble is to induce all citizens 
to go to the polls. 

Compulsory performance of this 
public duty, with penalty for neglect 
fixed by statute, has been discussed 
widely as a remedy, but the plan has 
never received general approval. 

The latest’ scheme, born out in 
Brookline, provides for the formation 
of a Voting League, an organization 
of volunteers. 

It Is proposed that members shall 
pledge themselves to vote at each 
town election for town officers, nnd 
failing to do so for any reason what- 
soever they shall agree to pay a for- 
feit for each omission to vote by hand- 
ing over some amount, not to exceed 
$2, to the overseers of the poor, as 
trustees, to he dispensed for charitable 
purposes. 

Only 46 percent of the men regis- 
tered in Brookline participated in the 
1915 election. 

The Voting League, ir established 
and kept in existence, will either in- 
crease that percentage considerably 
or largely aid through fines the un- 
fortunate and the destitute. 

It will be an interesting experiment. 
If civic pride, however, is not suffi- 
cient to send voters to the polls, is it 
probable that they will fine them- 
selves for not voting?”
